good Lodging : All the Cavaliers of the Fleet 
were alfo very well received and lodged, and for 
their Money, had what refrefhments they ftcod 
in need of, as Bread, Wine, Meat, and all that was 
wanting inthe Equipage of the Ships. In fine, 
the Count gave one of his natural Daughters tc 
Dona Jfabella the General’s Lady, to ferve her in 
quality of a Waiting-Maid. Sunday following 
the Fleet parted from Gomere, having ftaid there 
jutt eight days,and came to the Auzélles on Whit. 
funday, where it entred the Port of St. Fago, in 
the Ifland of Cuba. When the Governour came 
on ifhoar, he found a handfome Horfe richly fure 
nifhed, whicha Gentleman of the Town had fent 
him, witha Mule for Dona J/abedla, and all the 
Burghers, fome on foot, fome on horle-back, whd 
‘came to receive him at the Port. They waited 
on him to his Lodgings, which were very com: 
modious, where he was vifited by all the chief 
Inhabitants, who came to offer him their Services, 
All the Officers and Souldiers were lodged, and 
they who had a mind to go out of the Town,wer 

received and well treated in Country-Houfes :

He Town of St.Fage contains fourfcorelarge 
all Houfes, commodious,for Lodging though 
dhoft part of them be built but of boards and 

hatched ; foe are built of {tone and lime, and 
Movered with tile. ‘The Inhabitants have large 
Jbardens, where there are many Trees far diffe- 
‘f re from thofe of Spaiw; there are fome that 
pear Figs as big as ones fit, but bitter and unfa- 
“Houry. They have a Fruit there which they call 
bias, of the fhape and bignefs of a Pine-apple, 
vhich hath a very good tafte : In the fields there 
re other fruits of the fame figure, but much big- 
idpet that grow upon very low trees, or rather 
ofl rubs , and refemble thofe other Fruits which 
pave 2 very pleafant {mell and agreeable tafte : 
“pther Trees bear 2 fruit called Mamtejas, ot the 
? rignefs of a Quince, which the Inhabitants pre- 
ac! before all others.. There are allo :Guavers 
Where as big as Figs, and fhaped like a Fubeard :

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12 A Relation of the lnvafion 
bout the height of aLance, with one fingle fter 
and no branches ; its leaves are of the length ¢ 
the head of a Pike, andits fimit of the figure an 
bignefs of a Cucumber; they grow in clufter 
of twenty or thirty ata time; according as th 
fruit ripens, the tree bends with ir: This fruit { 
called Bananas, has an excellent good tafte, anc 
ripens after it is gathered ; but chofe that ripen or 
the tree are the beft. Thefe trees never bea! 
but once, for then they are cut down, and anothey 
fprouts from the ftock, which the year following 
yields fruit. There is alfo another ‘kind of fruit 
_ of great ufe for many of the Inhabitants, and efpe. 
cially for the Slaves, and thefe are Potato’s, which 
grow alfo in the Zerceras depending on the King 
‘dom of Portugal ; they grow in the Earth, and 
refemble Cheftnuts in tafte. The Bread of that 
Ifland is made of Roots alfo, like to Potato’s : The 
Timber that grows from thefe Roots, comes near 
to that of the Elder-tree. They make little beds 
of Earth, and in each of them plant five or fix’ 
fprigs ;. the Roots whereof are not pluckt up till 
eighteen Months after. If any one miftaking 
them for Potato’s, which they refemble, do but 
eat the leaft bit of them, it will endanger his life, 
and this experience made out upon a Souldier 
who died upon the fpor, though he had but hard- 
-ly tafted of them. Thefe Roots are prepared by 
rafping them; and the rafpings being prefled and 
feparated from the juyce, which is mortal , and

git the Bread that’s Smade ofit hath but very little 
hgifte, and far Jefs fubftance. As to the fruits of 
pain, they have Fig-trees, and Orange-trees, 
hich bear all the year round, becaufe of the heat, 
wid the fertility of the Soil. This Ifland breeds 
r ‘tae many Horfes, and ftore of Cattel, which 
‘ver want green grafs: It hath abundance of 
owsand wild Hogs alfo; fo that the Inhabi-

the Jndians under his charge had _refolved to g 
hang themfelves, went and ftaid for them at th 
place where they intended to put this difmal ref 
lution into execution, with a Rope in his hand ;

There ar 
Snakes alfo bigger than a mans thigh, but very 
unwildy and harmlefs. _ From Bayamo to Prince’ 
Port they reckon fifty Leagues of way cleare¢ 
witha great deal of labour and care; and whiel 
when it is not kept clear, fills fo full of buthes 
that no tract appears; fo that it is impoffible tc 
travel it without Jndian guides , becaufe of the 
paths which the Cows make in feveral parts 
The Governour took a Canoe at Princes Port tc 
goby Sea to the habitation of Vafco Porcalho, 
and to learn news of his Wife, who at that time 
was in extream danger, (as was found afterwards) 
for her Ships were {cattered in a furious Storm, fo 
that two of them were driven in fight of the 
Coaft of Florida, and all put into great ftreights 
for want of frefh water and provifions. When 
the ftorm was over, they gathered together a- 
gain, and made Cape St. Antonio in aplace of the 
Ifland:of Cuba, which was not.at all peopled : 
There they took in frefh water , and after forty 
days failing from the time they fet out from St, 
Fago, they arrived at the Havaza: The Gover-' 
nour had intelhgence of it, and immediately par-" 
ted to go meet his Wife: They whom he left to 
the number of an hundred and fifty Horfe , 
vided themfelves into two bodies,that they mi

Their way was by the Holy Ghof, 
bout fixty Leagues from Princes Porz, and their 
Provifion was the Cafladoe-bread that 1 mentio- 
hed, which diffolves in Broath fo foon as it is put 
nto it.So many of that Troop were reduced'to eat 
efh without bread, They had Dogs with them 
nd an Huntfman of the Ifland; and when the 
ame at night to their Quarters, they killed wild 
logs, proportionably to the number of men ; 
or they had no want of Hogsand Cows during 
jhe whole march ; but they were horribly tor- 
mented with Muskettoes, efpecially ina Marifh 
af7hich they call La Cenega do Pia: They {pent 
44om noon till night in paffing that Marifh with _ 
great deal of pains; for it was at leaft half a 
p-cague in length, and a good Bow-fhot over, 
Which was to be paft fwimming. In the reft 
here was water upto the middle, and mud to 
' ne knees ; but the ground was fo peftered with 
,qgrambles and bufhes which tore the feet, that 
jyeither boots nor fhooes could hold out whole 
aime half of the way. The Baggage and Saddles 
yere.conveyed over on rafts made of the bark of 
Walm-trees : Thefe fatigues were encreafed by 
“fe perfecution of the Muskettoes, who rifing in 
“ALL parts of the Marifh, fell upon the men that 
were ftript ; and fofoon as they had prick’d in 
Py Place; a great knob. prefently fwelled up 
ith an intolerable itching ;. immediately the 
aes C | hand - 
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hand went to the place, and {cratched at fo prod} 
gious a rate, that the bloud trickled down arm: 
and legs likea little brook; fo the whole nigh: 
was fpent without any repofe, which hapned alfi 
a | . in other places. From thence they went to thr 
| Floly Ghoft, which is a little Town ftanding upor 
Bi a Rivulet, containing about thirty Houfes : It.i 
avery pleafanc and tertile place, abounding it 
Fruits both in thofe of the Country, and in ex: 
cellent Oranges and Citrons. One half of tht 
Governours Cavaliers lodged there,and the othej 
advanced as far as the Zrinity , which is another 
little Town twenty Leagues from this: in at 
there is an Hofpital, the fole that’s to be found ir 
the Ifand; and that habitation is faid to have 
been the beft peopled of any in thofe quarters 
and that before the’Chriftians fetled there, a fhip 
which failed along the Coaft, left a man very fick 
on fhoar, who had earneftly beg’d of the Captain 
to dohim that kindnefs: The fick perfon lying 
there, was found by the Zvdians, who carried him 
away, and took fo great care of him that he res 
covered, and married a Daughter of the Captain 
of thefe Zndians: He was in War with all hig 
Neighbours, whom he overcome by the skill and 
valour of that Chriftian, fo that he became very, 
powerful. Longafter Diego Velafquez undertook 
the Conqueft of that Ifland, from whence he went 
upon the difcovery of New-Spain, after he had re: 
duced under his Obedience all the Zndians of 
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ba, by the affiftance of that man who had a 
eat deal of authority over them. ‘here re- 
ins threefcore Leagues from the Zrinity to the 
rvana, and nohabitation to be found in all the 
3 at length all the Cavaliers arrived in this 
#wn, wherethey found Fernando de Soto, and 
# reft who came from Spain with him; from 
¢ place he fent. Dawbufco and fifty men, ina 
egravel,and two Brigantines,to find out a Port on 
ti Coatt of Florida;who brought back with him 
io Indians whom he took on that Coaft. This 
eedingly rejoyced the Governour , not onely 
\maufe thefe Indians were to ferve for Guides 
lit Interpreters, but alfo becaufe by ‘their figns 
y had given to underftand, that there was a

fi Efore our departure fromthe Port of the H/a- 
) vana, the Governour gave to Vafco Porcalho 
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de Figaeroa the charge of Captain-General, whi 
he had granted to Nuno deTouar. He preferr 
Vafco to that Office to reward him for the ca 
he had taken in providing the Fleet with - 
things neceflary ; and he deprived Nuno of: 
becaufe of an intrigue of love which he had m 
naged with the Daughter of the Count of Gome' 
Waiting-maid to Dona Jfabella. Nuno durft r 
fhew any refentment for the lofs of his place ;-' 
the contrary, feeing he thought it beft to ent’ 
tain the Governours favour, and that the M: 
was with Child, he married her, and went w! 
Soto into Florida. ‘The Governour left Dona / 
bella at the Havana, accompanied by the Wife 
Don Carlos, and the Wives of Gallegos and Toué 
and appointed for his Lieutenant in the Ifland 
Gentleman of the Havana; called Fohn de Roi 
_ Having fo ordered all matters, the General p 
ted from the Havana with his Fleet, confifti 
of five Ships, two Caravels, and two Brigantin 
on Sunday the Eighteenth of May, 1539. T 
weather being very fair, and the wind in-pot 
we difcovered the Coaft of Florida on Whit{um 
the five and twentieth day of May, and came 
an Anchor within a League of the fhoar, beca 
of the banks. Five days after the General put! 
fhoar two hundred and thirteen Horfe which 
had, tothe ead that the Ships being lightned,th 
might draw lefs water. This defcent was mi 
within two Leagues of the habitation of an Jnd 
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prd,named @/cita; then all the Army landed, | 
‘Jd none remained on board but the Seamen, 
tqa0 advancing ftill by little and little with the 
wides, came at length, in eight days time, to an 
inchor near the habitation of the Zndians. So 
pa as the Souldiers landed , they entrench- 
| themfelves on the Sea-fhore , near the Bay 
gat adjoyned the Village. After that, the Ca- 
ain General Vafco Porcalho took feven horfe- 
gen to go anddifcover the ground farther in a- 
jtput half a League from the Camp; they met 
Indians, who ftood upon their defence with 
eir Arrows, whichare the Weapons they make 
Je of in fighting ; but the Horfe-men rufhing 
«pon them, killed two, and the other four betook 
‘emfelves to flight into a Marifh full of buthes, 
here the Horfes wearied, and, in a manner, fea- 
wack, {tuck and fell down with their Riders. The 
qght following the General with an hundred 
wien in the Brigantines, attacked a Village,which 
‘ac found abandoned, becaufe the Jndians had 
‘ycovered the Chriftians fo foon as they appear- 
wf Upon the Coaft, and had given the fignal all 
ver by fires and thick fmoak. At break of day, 
fouls de Mofcofo Camp-Mafter-General, drew the 
j-'My up in Battalia, and formed them into three -

fora Fortrefs; the Temple was at the other 
end of the Village, where, over the entry-doot 
there was a wooden-fowl with the eyes gilt ; anc 
fome Pearls were found in that place, but {poild 
and of imal! value; for they pierce them in the 
fire, chat they may thread them into Chains.an¢ 
Bracelets , which they carry about their necks 
and arms, and is the Ornament they moft efteem, 
Their Houfes were of Wood, coveréd with the 
leaves of Palm-trees. . Thé General lodged in the 
Lord’s houte, with Porcalho and Mofcofo ; the Sere 
jeant-Major Balthazar.de Gallegos took his quare 
ters inthe houfes in the middle of the Village, 
where all the Provifions that were brought from 
the Veflels were Jaid up.in ftore ;’the reft of the 
houfes and Temple. were ‘demolifhed, and the 
Souldiers made baraks of them, where they lodg- 
ed three or four together. . The Country about 
that Village was full of very thick-buthes,. which 
Sote caufed to be cleared a Crofs-bow-thot round) 
for theconvenience ofhis Horfe, and that the Ja 
dians alfo might not approach without being dif 
covered, if they had a mind to-fall upon him in 
the night-time. He placed double Sentinels at 
all the Avenues, and at other places of danger:

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Whey were relieved every quarter of an hour ; 
he Horfe vifited them, and went upon the feout 
fy acondition of fighting if any allarm hapned. 
ign this place the General made Captains ; four 
wt Horfe, who were Andrew de Vafconcelos, Peter 
aldeiran of Badaios , and his own two Coufins 
Iyres Tinoco, and Alfonfe Romo ; and two of Foot, 
> wit, Francis Maldonado of Salamanca, and Fobn 
wodriguez Lobilho. -Whilft we were ftill in that 
oft of cita, the two Indians whom Don Hufco 
Jad taken upon that Coaft, and whom the Gene- 
lal defigned for Guides and Interpreters, made 
foeir efcape one night by the fault of thofe that 
jigad them in keeping ; the General and whole 
vamp were extreamly afflicted at that lofs, be- 
.laufe we had already made feveral inrodes with- 
jut being able totake one Indian, by reafon that 
jhe Country wasfenny, and covered with very

As for Gallegos, about two Leagues 
om the Camp he found a plain, where he efpied 
odin or eleven Jndians, among{t whom there was 
dWChriftian ftark naked, and all fcorched with the 
smn, having his arms painted with feveral co- 
urs after the manner of the Jdians, from whom 
was impoffible to diftinguifh him. Thefe Zndz- 
s difperfed and fled, fome threw themfelves into 
food, but two that were wounded were taken.

28  ~— A Relation of the Invafion 
found the body, and a little beyond it the dead 
Wolf; this pacified @/cita, who was very well fa, 
tisfied with the vigilance of the Spaniard, and be, 
gan to treat him more kindly. Thus he fpent 
three years; at the end of which, another Lndian 
Lord, called Mocofo, who had his habitation twe 
days Journey fromthe Port, came and attacked 
the habitation of @cita,and burnt it to the ground, 
whilft @/cita faved himfelf in a Village that be, 
longed to him alfo upon the Sea: By this means 
Ortiz loft his place, and therewith the favour o, 
Wcita. Secing the Devil holds thele people ir 
deplorable bondage, they are accuftomed to offes 
tohim the life and bloud even of their Subjects 
or of any body elfe that falls into their hands 
They fay that when the Devil would have fuct 
Victims, he {peaks to them, and tells them, thay 
he thirfts after Sacrifices; and for that ufe Uczt 
defigned his Chriftian flave : Ortiz learn’d it from 
the fame Daughter who had faved him from th 
fire, and who advifed him to flie towards Mocofi 
who would ufe him well, feeing fhe had heard 1 
faid, that he often enquired about him, and paffi 
onately defired to fee him:But feeing he knew ne 
the way, fhe brought him going half a League ou 
ofthe Village; and having given him good inftry 
ctions, returned without being taken notice i 
Ortiz marched all that night, and found himfé: 
next morning upon the bank of a little Rives 
which divided the Territory of @/cita from tha 
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bf Mocofo: There he faw two Indians fishing ; 
idind feeing they had Wars with thofe of @cita, 
hat he underftood not their Language, and that 
iii) he could not tell them the caufe of his com- 
ing, he was afraid they might kill him asan ene- 
- therefore he ran to the place where their 
iA rms were, and feized them: The Indians betook 
‘hemfelves ftreight to the Village, though he 
itil-alled to them and affured them they were in no 
‘Hanger; but they not underftanding him, ran 
on ftill. ‘Their cries allarmed the. Village, fo 
@-hat feveral Indians {allied out, and furrounded 
“Wrtiz, ready to kill him with their Arrows, whilft 
he fheltred himfelf under fome trees , and cried 
as loud as he could, that he was the Chriftian of 
W?/cita, whom he had left, that he might comeand 
Be his Lord Mocofo. By the providence of 
HGod, an Indian came who underftood the Lan- 
fouage of Ucita; he knew what the Spaniard 
Waid, and pacifying his Companions, told them 
diwhat he had heard: Four Jvdians went.to carry 
lithe news to Mocofo, who came a quarter of a 
MHLeague to meet Ortiz, and exprefled a great deal 
‘fof joy for his arrival; fo that after he had made 
iMlhim take an Oath after the manner of Chriftians, 
cit hat he would not run away to look for another 
tl Mafter, he promifed to ufe him kindly ; and that 
if the Chriftians came into that Country, he 
tififhould give him his liberty and leave to go to | 
Mthem; which on his part he alfo {wore after the 
: mane 
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manner of the Zvdians. ‘Three years after, fom¢ 
of his Subje&s who were a fifhing out at Seai 
came to inform Mocofo that they had feen Ships} 
wherewith he acquainted Ortiz, giving him per 
miffion to go and look after them ; which he dig 
with much earneftnefs : But when he found na 
Veflels upon the Coafi, he thought that the Ca’ 
cique or King had puta trick upon him, to difco- 
ver his intentions: however, he came back tc 
him again; and continued {fo in all nine years, 
with little hopes of ever feeing any of his own Re: 
ligion again. At length Don Fernando de Soto 
arrived in Florida, which prefently came to Afo- 
cofo’s ears, who told Ortiz that the Chriftians had 
made a defcent at the Village of @cita: Where- 
upon the Spaniard, who believed it to be another 
fnare laid for him, made him anfwer, That neither 
Chriftians, nor any worldly thing elfe went fo 
near his Heart, as the defire he had to ferve him, 
But the Cacique ferioufly confirmed the news, 
and permitted him to go to them ; adding that, 
if he did not do fo,and that the Ghriftians retur-. 
ned back, he would not be to be blamed , feeing: 
he performed what he had promifed on his part. 
The news was fo pleafant to Ortiz , that he could, 
not per{wade himfelf they were true ; neverthe- 
Jefs he thanked the Cacique, and took his leave 
of him : Mocofoappointed ten or twelve Judians 
of beft note to accompany him; and with them 
it was that he met Gadegos. So {oon as he was: 
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lgme unto the Camp, the General ordered a 
ahait of Cloaths, Arms, and a geed Horle to be 
B§ven him; and asked him u be knew of no 
“dountry where there was Gold or Silver. Ortéz 
lidh (wered, No ; becaufehe had never been ferther 
Op in the Country, thanten Leagues beyond the 
(i#bitation of Mocofo: But that thirty Leagues 
dom that Village, Paracoxi, the moft powerful 
Okcique of all that Country, held his Refidence ; 
Mat Mocofe, Ucita, and all the other Lords of 
\eqat Coaft paid him Tribute; and that that Ca- 
jue might give them intelligence of what they 
-oght after: befides, that his Country was far 
wljore abundant in Maez, and other Provifions, © 
fan thofe of the Coaft. This extreamly fatisfied 
ar General: fo that he had no other thoughts 
of making Provifions for entring into the 
tinent; and the rather, becaufe he imagined 
at Florida being of fo vaft an extent, on one 
e or other there muft needs be fome very rich 
untry. Some days after Mocofo came to fee 
ute General, and made him this Difcourfe. 
1g§ Moft Ligh and Potent Lord, the moft incon{idera- 
it in my judgment, of all that are under your Obe- 
Mtrnce, and yet the moft zealous to ferve you, does 
ete prefent himfelf to your Lord/hip, with as great 
hfdence of obtaining fome favour from you, as if I 


y teftified my defire by effects : For the [mall fer~ 

e that I have done you, in giving liberty to that 

(si iftian whom I had in my power, 1s no more but a 
7 con= 
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confequence of the obligation that lay upon me of p 
forming my promife. But as itis the cuftom of gr 
men to fhew their generofity by great favours, I 
perfwaded, that as you are above other men in 
extraordinary Qualities of your Perfon, and ini 
Command you have over fo many gallant men ; 
alfo you furpafS them in Liberality, and in all oth 
Virtues: And this gives me hopes that I may 
tain the favour which I beg of your Lordfkip, th 
you would believe me to be wholly at your devoti 
and think of me when you have any occafton of St 
vices. ‘The General made him anfwer, tk 
though he had given Ortéz his liberty, to comp 
with the promifehehad made, yet he was ve 
much obliged to him for it, and efteemed i 
greater kindnefs than any could be imagine: 
that therefore he would ever look upon him’ 
his Brother, and teftifie to him his gratitude on ¢ 
occafions. He thereupon caufed a fhirt and _ 
_ ther prefents to be given him , with which tl 
Cacique was wonderfully well fatisfied; and h 
ving taken leave of Soto, returned to his habit 
tion. —

38 
f-aufed them to be putin Irons, and fent eight 
Hoopers to acquaint the General with what he 
TH done. ‘Soro andall the Camp were overjoy’d 
bis, thinking that the report of the Zvdians 
Ment be true. The Generai left for the Guard 
| Fhe Port, Captain Caldeiran with thirty Horfe, 
Wl threefcore and ten Foot-fouldiers, and mare 
Hd withall the reft to joyn Gallegos at Paracoxi, 
iim whence without making any flop, he took 
i march to Cale. He found two {mall Villages 
otffon the rode, Acela and Focaffe, from whence he 
rched before ftreight to ‘Cale, with fifty Foot 
1 thirty Horfe: Some Zndians having retreated 
io Marifh or Swamp, near to a place unpeo- 
iid that Jay upon the rode; Soro fent his Inter- 
ter to them, who perfwaded them to come 
rk and givé'aGuide, wholed the General to a 
ver that ran with a moft rapid ftream: We 
ire obliged to make a little Bridge ‘upon the 
@ink of a tree which ftood in the middle of the 
iver, to pafs‘over the Foot. The Horfe fwam 
er by the help of a'Cable that led them from 
ah: one fide to the other’; becaufe one vy .o had 
‘en the water firft; was_drowned for ‘want of 
Pht invention.’ -From ‘thence the Gereral fent 
illo "Troopers to the reft of “his men, who were 
liming after’, to bid them make hafte , becaufe 
title way: waslonger than had been believed; and 
l@ht they wanted Provifions. When ‘he'came 
i Cale, he found the Town abandoned by alll, 
a D 2 except 
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except three or four Indian Spies who were t 
ken, In this place Soto ftayed for the reft ( 
’ the Army, who were extreamly tired out by f 
{ting, and the badnefs of the way ; for the Cou 
try was poor, and not much cultivated, by reafe 
that the Land is low, andin many places ove, 
flow’d, or covered with very thick Woods, An 
all the Provifions that were taken out of tf 
Ships were {pent; fo that they ran to the habit; 
tions of the Indians , where they found fom 
leaves of Beets, which the more diligent pluck 
and eat with water and falc: Such as could g 
none of them, went to the fields of Maes;.an 
feeing the Corn was not ds yet. ripe, they pulle 
up ftalks and eat and. fed.on all together. Th 
{talks of Palm-fprouts were a great relief unt 
them; and they found a great many when the 
came tothe River which the General had pafle 
with fo much trouble: Thefe {prouts grow upo 
the Palm-trees as low as thofe of Andaloufia. J 
this place two other Troopers met them from th 
General, and affured them that there was plent 
of Ma; at.Cale: this news put life into thema 
gain; and whilft they were upon their mard 
to Cale, Soto caufed all the Maes which was rip 
in the fields, to.be cut down, and laid up-a fton 
of it for three months. When the Chriftian 
were a reaping, the Zudians killedthree of them 
but one of thofe who were taken, told the Gene 
ral that feven Leagues from that Town, ther 
tg Ma 
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is a very large Province fruitful in Maes, which 
iscalled Palache. Whereupon he immediately 
wcted from Cale with fixty Foot, and fifty

On Fernando de Soto parted from Cale tl 
# Eleventh of Aaguft, 1540. and came | 
lodge at Ztara; from thence at Potano; the thi 
day at @timama ; and then at an habitatio;

they called it fo,becaufe an Indian came who ca 
led himfelf the Cacique, and offered himfelfand ¢ 
his SubjeGts to the Generals fervice, provided] 
would be pleafed to fet at liberty twenty Za 
ans men and women, who had been taken tl 
night before ; that as an acknowledgment fe 
that favour, he would furnifh him with Provil 
onsand good Guides.

jez had advanced no farther in, than the place 
ymacre then they were; and that he had embar- 
li there, becaufe there was no way to go farther, 
fad that there were no more habitations to be 
It was urged to the General, that he 
Hould return-to the Port of the Holy Ghoft, and 
hive Florida, where he run the risk of being loft 
A) Narvaez was; that if they engaged farther 
i, there would be no getting back again, be- 
utd the Jedians would fpend that little Maes 
hich they had left in maintaining themfelves. 
she General made anfwer to thefe grievances, 
| That 
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That he would never turn his back before he fax 
the danger nearer ; and that he was not peri 
ded of the truth of what the Zedians {aid. Ther 
upon he ordered thé Horfes to be kept fadle¢ 
and ina condition to march,and fent orders to th 
Camp-Mafter-General inftantly to come an 
joyn him. Mofcofo and-many others believin: 
that they fhould advance no farther than Palach 
buried under-ground all the Iron which they ha 
at Cale ; and came to Caliquen after they ha 
fuffered much hardfhip, by reafon that the Cour 
try through which the Governour had marched 
was utterly wafted. When all the Army wa 
joyned, Soto parted from Caliquea the Tenth 0 
September, taking the Cacique along with him 
At the end of three days, fome Jndians came t¢ 
vifit their Lord ; and all the days following the} 
attended him on the march , playing on a cer 
tain pipe, which ferves for a fignal that they come 
as friends : ‘They faid that the Army would foor 
come to the habitation of @zachil, akinfman 

the Cacique of Caliquen; that he expected the 
Spaniards, with intention to render them all . 






























































of fervice, and at length prayed the General 't 
fet their Cacigue at liberty; but he would nof, 
for fear they might, make an Infurrection, a 
refufe him Guides : however, he ufed civil pres 
texts, and made a fairsexcufe, In this mannet 
were five days {pent, until the Army arrived 
Napetaca the Fifteenth of Seprember. Fourteen 
Bae ‘ oe Indians 
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Wdians came to the Governour there, praying 
im to fend back their Cacique ; he told them 
Wat he detained him not by force, but that hede- 
ded he might accompany him as far as @/zachil, 
the mean time Fohn Ortiz learnt from an Zp 
an, that they were refolved to aflemble, and 
Mj deavour to fet their Lord at liberty : Ortiz ace 
Wainted the Governour with it, who gave orders 
Hatall both Horfe and Foot fhould arm, and be 
ady within their Quarters, to the end that the 
dians {afpecting nothing, might be fo boldas to 
@nture into the Town: Thereupon four hun- 
ed Jndians in Arms being pofted within view . 
the Camp, fent two men tothe Governour to 
imand their Cacique. Soto took fix Troopers 
th him, and holding the Cacique, to whom he 
ijked, by the hand to re-affure the Indians, he 
)vanced to the place where they were pofted ; 
jt when he perceived that they prepared to 
ot, he commanded his Trumpeter to give the 
flarm : At that found all the Spaniards Horfe 
ii Foot fallied out of their Quarters with fo great 
Re, that the Zxdiaws being iurprized and ama- 
911, minded nothing but how to efcape ; never- 
plefs they killed the Governours Horfe and ano- 
tr, but loft forty men that were runthrough 
Nth Lances; the reft threw themfelves into 
iijo Lakes diftant from each other. We purfu’d 
>m to the fide of the Lakes,and fhotat themas 
ity were {wimming to fave themfelves: but 
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not many fhot did hit; fo that the Governous 
commanded one ‘of the Lakes tobe befet, the few 
men that he had not fufficing to encompafs both 
The befet Zvdians endeavoured to fave themfelves 
in the night-time, {wimming foftly’ to the fhoar: 
and that they might not be difcerned, they cove 
red their heads with the leaves: of: Water-hilies: 
but the Troopers perceiving the water to bubble 
fpurred in their Horfes up to the counter , ane 
drove the Jndians inagain. ‘The night was thus 
fpent without any reft on either fide: Ortiz cal 
led to them to render themfelves to the Gover. 
nour, feeing they could not efcape; which al 
length they did, ‘being conftrained by.the fharp. 
nels of the cold that they endured in the water 
So the firft who could hold out no longer! 
cried to Ortiz, that if they would not kill him 
he would render himfelf; and before the break 
of day, they came all out one after another, ex 
cept twelve of the braveft, whoall refolved to dit 
in the water before they would yield: But tht 
Indians of Paracoxi, who were not in fronsjump 
into the Lake; and fwimming , took hold @ 
thefe defparado’s by the hair, and dragg’d chert 
afhoar, who were immediately put into Irons 
All the reft were divided among{t the Chriftian 
toferve them for Slaves. Thedifgraceand mif 
ry of that flavery, made them refolve to rebe 
and they charged one of their number, who fer 
ved for Interpreter, and whom they highly eftee 
mec 
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! ied for his Valour, to ftrangle the General when 
iW fhould fpeak to him, by throtling him with 

stwohands. This blade finding a favourable 
cafion , fell upon the General ; but before he 
uld set his two hands to his‘T hroat , he gave 
Wm fuch a furious. blow with his itt upon. the 
Mire, that he put him allina gore of bloud.:, All 
Ne Zndians at this fignal beftirred themfelves: he 
mijat could make ufe of his Mafters Arms, or of 
ic Pounder wherewith they pounded the Mazes, 
We upon his Mafter therewith, or onthe firft that 
ii) into his hands. They made ufe ofthe Lanees 
i Swords they met with, as skilfully as if they 
d been bred to it from their childhood ; fo that 
He ofthem with Sword in hand, made head a- 
int fifteen or twenty men in the open place, 

til he was killed by the Governours Halbar- 
prs. Another armed with a Lance got up into 
#jsranary where they kept the Maes, and ma- 

: 6 as great noife there as if there had been ten 
Hen together, he defended the door fo well, that 
ey were obliged to fhoot him through a hole 
the roof. They were to the number of two 
findred Indians, who were at length beaten and 
Hluced. The Governour gave the younger ta 
tbe who had good Chains,and commanded them 
| fecure them well: all the reft were tied to 
Bikes in the middle of the place, and fhot to

E parted from Napetaca the Three an 

V V twentieth of September, and went to er 
camp by a River, where two Judiars brough 
the General a Stag from the Cacique of Vzachil 
next day we pafled by the Pelaya, a large Hab; 
tation, and from thence went to @/zachil , whic. 
we found abandoned upon the report that wa 
{pread ofthe Maflacre of Napetaca. The Tow 
was full of Maes, little Beans, and Cucumber, 
which were very agreeable refrefhments to us, < 
more fuitable to our way of living: The Maé 
was like Millet, and the Cucumbers better tha 
thofe of Spain, ‘The General fent out two Cé 
ptains feveral ways to take Zudians, who brough 
in an hundred as well women as men, that wer 
all divided in this manner: The Captain wh 
took the prize fet one or ¢wo apart for the Ge 
vernour, the re{t were divided betwixt the CG: 
ptain and Souldiers. They were chained by th 
neck, and ferved to carry the Baggage, poun 
the Maes, and in other employments wherein th 
oe chat 
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main incommoded them not too much. But 
eing the love of Liberty makes any enterprize 
fie, the Zsdian who was led tothe Wood to pro- 
de fewel, or to cut Maes, fometimes killed his 
fafter, and ran away with the Chain; others 
ed it with Flints, which they ufed inftead of 
pn. They who were catched in any of thefe 
tions, pay’d dear forit, {to the end they might 





















me another time. When the Women or Chil- 
djen were an hundred or fix {core Leagues front 
Wcir. own Country , they were let go without 
Mains ; thefe were.very ferviceable, and learned 
iani/h very foon. - The Governour, at length, 
it C/zachil, that he might go to Palache; and 
wy two days march came to Axil/e, where the Jim 
wes did not at all expect us; but fecing the 
yoods were near, moft part fled into them, and 
Waped. .

(cge it was a ftones throw over, where no 
: ound was to be found, and at the fides there

ie’ered. with high and very thick bufhes, where 
' Indians madea thew of defending the paflage ; 
@} the General ordered his Crofs-bow-men to 
Hance, who made them retreat ; and fome 
aldiers paft over upon pieces of wood that were 
fived a-crofs, to defend the entry of the Bridge.

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So ‘the.General croffed over with all hismen, of 
Thurfday St. Frances his day, and came to Qua 
tersat Vitachuco,a Village of the Province of Pa 
laches. ‘The Indiaws. had fet inon fire, and th 
Houfes were fill burning; however, we entre 
the'Province,; which we found to be very we 
peopled, and plentiful in Maes. We met ever, 
where almoft with Houfes like to our Farm-hot 
fein Spain ; and large Towns, ‘as (ze/u, wher 
we arrived on Sunday the twenty fifth of Ofc 
ber, and on Tuefday after at Anhayca of Palach 
where the Cacique who commanded the whol 
Province had his Refidence. “The Gamp-Mafte 
or Quarter-Mafter-General, whofe place it ist 
quarter the Army;affigned us Qaarters round th 
Town. There were other Villages at half aLeagu 
or at moft a Leagues diftance, from whence w 
had good ftore of Maes, Cucumbers, {mall Bean 
and dried Prunes better than thofe of Spain; tk 
Trees that bear thefe Plums, grow naturally ina 
the fields.

F, 
Governour having refolved to difcover t 
Country tothe Weft, commanded.out Maldona 
with fifty Foot-fouldiers to march along t 
Coaft,and fearch for fome Harbours; and att 
fame time he detached Troopers to go upon f 
{cout about the Town, becaufe the Zzdians we 
become fo infolent,as to come and kill men wit 
in’ two Crofs-bow-fhot of our Camp. Thi 
Troopers found two Indians and a woman gatl 
ring {mall Beans ; and though the Zndiaus mig 
have faved themfelves, yet they chofe rather 
die than to abandon the woman, who was W 
to one of them: They wounded, three Hork 
whereof one died. Some days after, Calded 
with thofe whom he Commanded ; entred: a 
a Wood.that was upon the rodetothe Sea ; th 
he was fet upon by Judians, who forced him-ba 
and took from him the Provifions which wereg 
ried by hismen.

rodigious bignefs; that fhe had Tribute paid 
er by all her Neighbours,by fome in Goods, and 
iy others inGold. Whereupon he defcribed the

dred times, or as if the Devil had taught him; 
infomuch that all who underftood the manner of

CHAP. XIIL. 


The Governour leaves Palache, to goin 
fearch of the Province of Yupha; and 
what befel him in that Expedition. 


Ure this encouragement we left Azhayca of 
Palache on Wednefday the Third of March, 
1540. no man having any thing in his thoughts 
but to go in fearch of the rich Country of Tupaba. 
The Governour ordered Provifions to be made 
for threefcore Leagues of defart , which much in- 
commoded the Foot, who were obliged to carry” 
their Victuals on their backs ; becaufe the Indians 
that ferved us, going naked and in Irons during 
the bitter cold of Winter, were almoft all ftarved’ 
to death. After four days march we came to a 
River, where the Governour caufed a great Ca-) 
noe to be made, by means whereof Chains were! 
faftned to both fides of the River, which ferved’

pr Cables, to bear up the Canoe in pafling a- . 
ainft the current of the water.’ The Horfe 
wam over by the help of Ropes that pulled 
oem, andthat labour ftopt us a day and.a halfs 
Hne. At length wecame to Capachigui on Sa- 
pirday the Eleventh of March; the Indians were 
1 Arms in all that Country ; fo that five Spani-

‘The moft 
lligent went out to affift their Comrades, and 
pund one Chriftian dead , and the other three 
Pogeroufly wounded; but the Jvdians fled into 
jpiwamp to fecure themfelves from the Horfe,

(pd twentieth of the Month.In that Country we 
f egan to find houfes far different from thofe which 
‘fitherto we had feen: Thofé were onely covered 
pith Herbs, whereas thefe of Zoalli had for their 
oof little Canes placed together like Tile; they 
pcre Very neat, fome had the walls made of poles 

artificially interwoven, that they feemed to 

> built of ftone and lime: For that being a 
Wd Country, every Indian hatha Houle to live 
inthe Winter , infide and outfide made tight 
‘Mth thefe Poles, The door is narrow and low : 
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they fhut it well in the night-time, and kindlea 
fire within the houfe,which heats it like an Over 

fo that one hath no need of being covered. ‘The 
_have other Habitations for the Summer, and 
Kitchins adjoyning their Houfes where they bake 
their Bread. ‘The Granaries wherein they lay 
up the Maes, are raifed upon four pofts, boarded 
on the fides, with a floor made of Canes. The 
Houfes of the Caciques and perfons of Quality 
amongft them, are to be diftinguifhed not onely 
by their greatnefs, but alfo by the large Balconie: 
that they have over the Entry, and by feats be. 
low made of Canes in the manner of benches 
Every houfe hath feveral Granaries, where they 
lay up what their Subjects and Tenents bring 
them in for Rent; as Maes, Stags skins , and 
Mantles of the Country , made like little Caf. 
focks of the rind or foft part of the bark of cer. 
tain Trees; nay, and fome alfo woven of the 
thread of a certain Herb, which being well bea, 
ten, becomes like flax. Thefe Mantles ferve 
them for Cloaths; one they have which cover: 
them from the girdle down below the knee, anc 
another on the left fhoulder, thrown back undet 
the right arm, which they wear always abroad 
in the fame manner as the Bohemians do. ‘The 
Indians have never more than. one about thei 
fhoulders, and cover their lower parts with Bree 
ches made of a Stags skin , much like to thof 
that are ufedin Spain : The leather is extraordi 
narily 
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narily well dreft, and they give it what colour 
hey pleafe, with fo perfect a dye, that their fire- 
ited colour is not furpaffed by the fineft Scarlet. 
heir Black is good alfo , and of this they make 
phooes ; they give the fame colour to their Man- 
les with as much perfection. We parted from 
lj 0adz the Twenty third of March, and on Friday 
jhe Army came toa little River, which they paf- 
ijjed upon a Bridge made of one fingle Tree, from 
“which Bennet Fernandez a Portuguefe fell into the 
vater and was drowned. The Village of Achefe 
ayvas pretty near, where the Jvdzans had no intelli- 
wgence of our march; to our view they threw 
‘Nhemfelves into a little River near the Village ; 
put fome were taken, andamongtft thefe, women : 
(pone of them underftood the Language of that 
‘\-ad who conducted the Governour to % upaha, 
iivhich much confirmed the relation he had made,

and then. that you would tell me from whence yor 
come, whither you go, and what you feek, that fo 
may. bein a better condition to render you fervice 
The Governour an{wered,. That he. was as well 
fatisfied with his Offers and good will), as if he 
_ had prefented him. witha great Treafure; that 
he ‘was Son of the Sun, and that. he came from 
the places.of his abode, in fearcl,.of the grea 
teft Lord, and richeft;Province,of, that Country; 
The Cacique. replied; That. beyond his ‘Territories 
there was a great, Lord, whole.Country was cal 
led Ocute; and gave us.an Interpreter-and Guides, 
This. obliged the Governour torfet.at liberty. all 
the Subjects ofthis Cacique, whole Village he left, 
marching along the River through a very well- 
Posto We. parted the firft. of Apra; 
and at our departure, by-orders from. the Govers 
nour, .ere&ed a wooden-Crofs.in the middle. of 
the Market-place of the Village; and being in

pafte, we onely told the Zdians, that that Crofs 
Herved to put usin mind of what Fefus Chrift {ufte- 
ied for our Redemption , that he was both God 
Wand Man, and that he created Heaven and 
marth ; that in confideration thereof, they fhould 


ppromifed to do, The Fourth of April we came 
M0 Altaraca, and the Tenth*of the fame Month 
o Ocute : The Cacique fent two thoufand Indi- 
ips to the Governour, with a Prefent of Rab- 
nets, Partridges, Maes-bread, two Pullets, and a 
preat many Dogs. ‘Thefe laft were no lefs eftee- 
ned inthe Army, than the beft fheep, becaufe 
meat and falt were very fcarce there, infomuch 
dhat the fick had no kind of refrefhments ; which 
divas the caufe that the {malleft indifpofition 
Wvlaich would have been made nothing of in other 
laces, reduced a manto extremity of a fudden, 
0 that he died of meer weaknefs: ‘Andit was fad 
© hear the poor wretches in their agony figh 
pnd fay, Alas! had I but a bit of meat, or a little 
. 2, I fhould uot die. "The Zndians are not put to 
wech ftreights; for with their Arrows they kill 
tore of Fowl, and Venifion, as wild Hens, Rab- 
pets, Stags, and other Beafts: They are expert in 
atching Wild Fowl and Beafts, and have a thou- 
2nd inventions for that ; which the Chriftians 
lad not; and though they had had, they wanted 
mime, being conftantly on the march, and not da- 
@ing toleave their Ranks. This want of: meat

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Hear a reverence towardsthat fign; which they . 
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was the caufe that of the fix hundred men w } 
followed Soto, he who could catch a Dog in am 
Village thought himfelfa very happy man ; (for 
fometimes we found thirty in a place) but the 
Souldier chat killed one, and fent not a quarter to 
his Captain, fuffered for it, paying dear for hisin. 
civilities when he was to go Sentinel, or upon 
any guard of fatigue. Tuefday the Twelfth of 
April, the Governour parted from Qcute,-the Cas 
cique having given him four hundred Indians for 
Service. He wentto Cofaqgui, and from thence 
to Patofa; the Cacique of this Province who was 
in peace with the Cacique of Ocute, had informas 
tion of the Governours march; and being defi. 
rous to procure his friendihip, he came to him, 
and {pake in this manner. 4 

[Wuftrious and Potent Lord, I fhould now deman 

of Fortuye that fhe would be pleafed by fome fmal 
crofS onely to make me pay for the Exonour to which fh 
advances me, in making me fo happy as to obtain th 
thing I moft defired in this life, which is to fee your 
Lordfhip, and be able to render you fervice.

Forthe {pace of fifty Leagues from 
ite to Patofa, the Inhabitants whereot are of a 
i@tle and peaceable nature ; the Country is ve- 
Bhleafant, and the Soil fat, being watered with 
ifeat many Rivers which contribute to its fer- 
ily. But from Ocute to the Port of the Holy 
#, where we firft entred Florida, that Coun- 
fi which is no Jefs than three hundred and fi 
Wi.cagues in extent, is a light and foft Land, full 
fivamps and very high and thick bufhes, where 
Bilwild and warlike Zndians defend themtelves 
Gin the attempts of the Spaniards, becaule

which was very incommodious to us, not o 
becaufe of the want of Provifions , which in 
places they carried away, but alfo for the diffic 
ty we had in finding Guides. 


CHAP. XIV.

| N this Habitation of Patofa, the young Jndi 
I who ferved for Interpreter and Guide, f 
upon the ground foaming at the mouth as if 
had been pofieft with the Devil ; the Gofpel ¥ 
read over him,andhe recovered. After that, 
affured us, that four days Journey from then 
towards the Eaft, we fhould find the Country. 
Ipake of. The Indians of Patofa onthe contra 
affirmed ,. that they had no knowledge of at 
Habitation that way, but that they knew the 
was a plentiful and populouss Province to t 
North- Welt, called Cofa; however, the Cacig 
told the Governour that he would furnith hi 
with Guides and Servants what way foever her 
folved to go, whether towards Cofa, or ‘owe 
tl 
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i] Province which that Indian defigned. Soro | 
iinanded fix hundred Indians of him,and fothey 
ited with teftimonies of reciprocal affection. We 
k Maes for four days, and marched fix by a 
y that grew narrower and narrower ftill till at 
eth it altogether failed us. The Indian mar- 
id inthe Van, and made usfoard over two great 
hers a Crofsebow-fhot broad, where we had 
fer up to the girts; but feeing the Current 
svery rapid, the Horfewere forced to make 
Jane, to fecure the paflage of the Foot, who 
fed through holding by the Horfes. Our 
Igues were doubled in pafling a broader and 
rerapid River, where the Horfes were forced 
wim a Pikeslength: This put the Governour 
> a great perplexity ; he made a halt under 
re Pine-trees after we had pafled the River, 
Mi threatned the young Jndiaw, that he would 
e him thrown to the dogs, becaufe he had de- 
Wed him, in telling him that it was but four 
Hs journey, whereas we had {pent nine, march- 
{even or eight Leagues aday; and the Horfes 
Whe quite {pent by reafon that the men them- 
es had fhort allowance of Maes. The Indiax 
fefled that he knew not where he was; and 
fc acknowledgment would have certainly made 
n aprey to the dogs, had not he been the one- 
perfon whom Yobx Ortiz underftood. The 
vernour left the Army encamped under the 
Mics, and with a Guide and fome Horfe and Foot 
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advanced five or fix Leagues into the Coun 
to find out a way ; but he returned at night 

treamly troubled that-he could find no fiont 
that Country was inhabited. Next day it 

debated in Council, whether we fhould ret 
back again, or take fome other courfe. 7 
Country which we had left behind us, was ruir 
and laid wafte, and our provifion of Mies {pe 
Both men and horfes were fo heartlef , that 
was doubted whether we could be able to get 
a place of refrefhment : befides, the Ludians-

the Rivers they might meet with, Thefe G 
Ptains were , Gallegos who marched upwards: 
long the fide of the River ; Danhufco who follo 
ed the courfe of the River downwards ; Roa 
and Lobilho whe croft the Country.

had been the caufe of ic; that it had raged in 
Country two years before our coming, wh 
had obliged the Inhabitants of thefe Villag 
feek out other Habitations, In their Store- 
fes were ftill to be feen a great many Man 
made of ftuff, of the bark of a tree, or of wh 
green, red, and blew feathers, very convent 
for the Winter, and very neat according to th 
fafhion. Befides thefe, there were a great ma 
Deers skins rarely well dyed , and cut into br 
ches, hofe, and fhooes. Seeing the Cacique t 
ferved that the Spaniards highly efteemed Peal 
fhe bid the Governour fend and fearch in fot 
Tombs that were in her Town, telling him d 
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f would find abundance there ; and that if he 
! fed thofealfoof the other Villages to be tear- 
Wed, “they svould furnif Pearls enough to load 
I the horfes-of the Army.: ‘The Tombs oi the 
wn were indeed fearched, where we got four- 
en bufhiels of Pearls ; and the figures of Chil- 
Wen and Birds made alfo of ‘Pearl. The people 
BP tawny; well. fhaped;and more polite than any 
thad as yet feen in’ Florida: They all wear 
(baths and Breeches aftertheir own fafhion. The

upon his landing, which had occafioned great f; 
tions, divifions, and flaughter amongft the chi 
Gentlemen that had followed him, every one pre 
tending to the fupream Command,, fo that a 
length they left the Port and returned to Spai 
without difcovering the Country. It wasthough 
fit by all that we fhould ftop here,and people thi 
place; which was fo advantageoufly {cituated,tha 
all theCaptains of fhips of new Spain,Peru,S.Marte 
and of the Continent , would be over-joy’d tt 
come and Trade inthis Port, fince it lay in thei 
way to Spain: That the Country was exceeding 
good, and that it might afford a good Trade an¢ 
very confiderable profit. But fince nothing rut 
in the Governours mind but the ‘Treafure o 
Atabalipa, and that he hoped to find the like’ 
the fertility of that Country, and the abundane 
of Pearls, could not fatisfie him, though, in reality 
a great many of them were worth no lefs that 
Gold; and thofe which they might have made the 
Indians filh,would have been of another-guefs va: 
Iue, if the Country had been peopled, becaufe 
they fpoil their luftre by piercing them in the fire 
_Neverthelefs, though the Governour was much 
preft to comply in that with the defire of all his 
men, he anfwered, That that Country could not 
fupply us with Provifions enough for one Month, 
_ that we could not excufe our felves from going to 
















the Port Ocu/e,where Maldonado was to wait for i 
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Hid that, in fine, that Country would be always 
fen tous, and we might retreat thither if we 
Hund none richer: That in the mean time the 
Wdians would fow their Land, and fo we fhould 
thd Maes in greater plenty.

E. left Curifachiqui the’Third of May : The 

V \) Indians were upin arms,and the Queen 
fhew’d fome indifferency towards us, nay and 
fome defign of flying without giving us Guides 
or Jndian Servants to carry our Bageage. Her 
difguft was occafioned by the bad ufage which 
the Indians had received from fome of the Chri- 
{tians ; amonef{t whom, as generally in all great 
Companies, there were fome of a low and bak 3 
mind, who for a little intereft committed fuch 
actions,as expofed themfelves and thofe that wer 
with them. Thefe broyls obliged the Gover- 
nour to command the Cacique to be arrefted, 
and carried away, in a manner unfuitable tothe 
Kindnefs the had fhew’d him, and of the recepti- 
on he had had: fhe was forced to walk on foo 
with her Maids, Inthe mean time,that fhe migh 
deferve a little confideration to be had for her fill 
the caufed Zudians to come out of all the Habita 
tions by which the Governour paft, to carry the 
Bageage from one place to another, We a 5 
ched 
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ed an hundred Leagues in her Territories, and 
ery-where we perceived the marks of the re- 
rence and obedience which were rendred to 
in the promtitude and zeal wherewith all the 
fe ‘executed her orders. However, Perico 

us that fhe was not the Lady of the Land, 
f the Cacique’s Coufin, who had fent her to 
gt Town to do Juftice upon fome Lords who 
a! revolted ; but he had loft all manner of cre- 
dy by the lies he- had. told; however, he was 
(ho with, becaufe he was ufeful to us as an Inter- 
Heer. During feven days march, till we came 
rhalaque,. we paft through the moft wretched 
untry in all Florida ; the Indians there feed 
Roots which they fearch for in the fields, and 
@vithey kill, They area peaceable people, go 
uicd, and are extreamly feeble : their Cacigue 
ught the Governour two Stags skins as a very 
M@fiderable prefent. There is fuch plenty. of 
WM Herns in that Country, that one Habitation 

fented the Governour with feven bundred ; 
Mi) indeed in all the reft, they offer’d him what 
ly had. That Province is five days journey 
Hjant from the Province of Xualla : In this laft, 
@itound very little Maes, andthat made us after 
iilays ftay, to leave it, though both men and 
Uifcs were both equally tired. From Ocute to 
fachiqui, they reckon an hundred and thirty 
Gleues, of which fourfcore are defart ; and from 
aifachiqui to Xualla two hundred and fifty 
: F 3 through 
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through a mountanous Country. We fou 
fome very bad ones in our way from Xxalla 
Quaxule: and whilft we were upon the mard 
the «Cacique of Cutifachigqui itole away fromt 
Zndian faves who carried her, upon pretext 
going to dofome needs in a Wood near the rod 
but fo foon as fhe was there, fhe fled intot 
thick of the Wood, where fhe hid her felf, fo th 
fhe could notbe found. It was the Governow 
defign totake her along with him to Quaxw 
where the Lands of the /vdian Caciques that pa 
her Homage, ended: She carried away with h 
alfo a little Box, which the Jvdians call Pera 
and whichis made of Canes: That Box was fi 
of unpierced Pearls, which thofé who had sk 
judged to be of very great value. An Ina 
woman that waited on her carried the Box, whit 
the Governour left in her cuftody that he mig 
not afflict her too much, but with an intentior 
ask it of her when he difmiffed her at Qua 
She had a care not to forget it, and went 
Xualla in company of three flaves who hadi 
from the Army, anda Trooper, who being ] 
behind fick of a Feaver , had loft his way in 
Woods. Alimamos (that was the Troopers nat 
told fo many things to thefe flaves, that he m 

two of them change their refolution and rett 
with him to the Governour in the Provinee 

Chisha: They brought him news that thelé 
c7gue Was at Xualla, with an fvdian the flav c 
V afee 
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iNa/concelos ; that fhe would by no means confent 
tp come back with them; and that the Indian 
ad Cacique liv’d together like man an wife, be- 
ig refolved to return to Cutifachiqui. In five 
ays we arrived at Quaxule, where the Indians 
sade a prefent to the Governour of three hun- 
red Dogs, knowing that the Chriftians eat the 
efh of them, which thefe people didnot. Qua- 
Wile was not provided of Maes no more than the 
»(tof the Country that we had patt ; which c- 
liged the Governour to fend an Zwdiaa to the Ca- 
que of Chiaha, to pray him to make provifion 
t fome Maes in his Country, where the Army 
thas to-refrefh for fomedays. Twodays alter on 
Hur way to Canafayua, the Governour met twen- 
Wy Indians all loaded with baskets of Mulberries; 
ayhich they prefented him with; for from Cuti- 
Ichiqui all along to this Province, and farther in 
Th Florida , there are a great many Mulberry- 
rees, Walnut-trees, and Plum-trees, which grow 
jaturally wild in the fields, but yet as large and 
Wear as fair fruit as thofe which are cultivated 
Hyich care in our Ochards. Leaving Cana/agua, 
Wve marched five days througha defart Country ; 
W)nd two Leagues from Chiaha, fitteen Indians 
Ppaded with Maes met the Governour from the 
WV} acique, who told him that their Cacique expected 
jim with twenty Granaries full of provifions 
vhich he offered him, as he alfo did his Perfon, 
Country , Subjeéts, and ail that he had. The Go-

ne Governour allowed, or at leaft connived at 
Met diforder, becaufe the Zvdiaws were peaceable, 
quiet ; and to have done otherwife , would 
@ve incommoded us very much ; for the-horfe 
Mere fo tired out that they were fit for no fervice, 
fying had but very little Maes all the wayyfrom 
Grifachiqui, and no leifure to recruit fince the 
rdihip they had fuftained in the defart of Ocure: 
#d feeing a great many of the Troopers-were 
‘fino condition of fighting, they turned out their 
fir fes into the Pafture-grounds about a quarter of 
icapue fromtheCamp. We were very happy 
iB} t our weaknefs tempted not the Indians to 
Mi) upon us; for all-ofus were but ina bad.con- 
onto makea defence. The Governourallow- 
asia full mouth to refrefh our felves ; and du- 
‘that time, the ground being extraordinary 
bd, the horfes grew wonderfully fat. When 
Bkvas ready to march, fome who puthed their 
Gtires beyond the bounds of Reafon , importu- 
| him fo much that he demanded of the Ca- 
e thirty Zndian women for flaves: The Ca- 
Ave told him, that he would communicate the 
Hitter to the chief Zndiays of the Habitation ; 
| but 
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‘but before he gave his anfwer, all the Zudiansj 
one night flea with their Wives and Childre 
The Governour refolved -to purfue them, ' 
not the Cacique come to wait upon him; he to 
him, that he appeared before him witha gré 
deal of fhame and confufion, becaufe that his pe 
ple being gone, though contrary to his will, | 
had followed them without daring to take lea} 
ofhim ; but that being fenfible of his: fault, | 
wascone to deliver himfelf up to him asa fait 
ful Subje& ought to do: That his Subjeéts obé 
ed not him as yet, but his Uscle who gové 
ned the Country for him , until he fhould be 
“Age to managé the Government himfelf: Th 
if the Governour had a defign to find them ¢ 
that he might punith them for their difobedien 
he offer'd to ferve himas a guide, feeing he 
fo unhappy as not to be able'to render‘him 
ther fervices. The Governourat the very inftg 
fet out with tliltey Horfe, and as many Foot 
goand find out the revolted Indians ; andag 
pafied by the Habitations of the moft confide 
bledeferters, he cut down and deftroyed alld 
Maes they: hed fown.. He was conduéted. té 
River which formed an Ifland, into which th 
people had retreated to avoid the attempts of f 
Horfe: There he fent an Indian to bid the 
come back to their Habitations, affuring chet 
that he would demand no more, but fome’'of chef 
to carry the Baggage,as all the other people 
3 . ok done 
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be; that fince they had fo great an efteeni for 
eir women, he defired none of them. The Zi- 
ans embraced thefe propofals, and returned to 
ie Town. In this place the Cacique of Acofte 
me to offer his fervices ; and as Soro asked him 
‘he knew any rich and fertile Country, he told 
m that Northwards he would find the Pro- 
Wnce of Chifca, where they melted Copper, and 
nother metal of the fame colour, but much 
More lively and perfeé& ; that it was a metal 
hich {eemed to be more precious than Copper, 
Nat yet was not made ufe of, becaufe it was fof. 
This relation agreed with what Soto was 
bid in Cutifachiqui, where we faw fome little 
Ui xes of Copper, which they faid was mingled 
‘ith Gold. But fince to go from that Town to 
Whifea, there was a defart Country to be paft, and 
hat they told us we fhould meet with Moune 
hins unpaflable to the Horfe, the Governour 
vould not go to Chifca by the ftreight rode, but 
hought it better to take his way throvgh a pee- 
Wied Country, where the men and hories might 
etter fubfift; and from whence being fully 
Vnformed of the truth, he might divert his march 
Towards that Province; he therefore fent two 
Spaniards with an Interpreter and Jndians that 
cnew the Country to Chica, to make dilcoveries 
ind bring him back news at a place which heaf-

“ry much.“ Acoffe is feven days Journey diftar 
from this Town, and we arrived there the fecone 
‘of July. The Govertonr made ‘Us Encamp tw¢ 
Crofs-bow-thot from the Town, whither he wen 
‘with a guard of eight perfons: The Cacique ex, 
‘prefled a great deal of kindnefs to him-, in out 
ward appearance; and whilft they were in dif 
courfe together, fome Foot-foldiers came to the 
_ Town to get fome Afzes + but finding it wana 
good, they fell a rifling and pillaging fome of the 
Ladians houtes * "The Fndians {tartled at that pro. 
ceeding, ran to Arms, and fome of them with 
ftaves and cudgels fell upon five ot fix of the 
moft infolent Souldiers, and banged them founds 
ly. Soto very well perceived the danger he had 
run into; he faw the Zedians incenfed, and him 
felf amongft them with fo few of his men, fo “ 
e 
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refolved to get off by a piece of cunning con- 
jiry to his humour, for he was open and free, 
difguifed his paffions as little as any man = 
ides that, he could not endure that any Judi. 
ould be fo bold as to fall foul upona Chrifti- 
i peat or wrong; but fincerity was out of 
Wars at that time: He therefore took a cudgel 
H ran to the affiftance of the Zydians in maulin 
Chriftians, which exceedingly re-affared that 
ple ; but at the fame inftant he fent one to 
{Camp to order the horfe to arm and advance ; 
having taken the Cacique by the hand, whom 
fntertained very affeCtionately, he infenfibly 
Wpdled him out of the Town, with a great 
Wy Zedians more , until he came to an open 
qj in view of the Camp: There the Troopers 
neing in file, without any fign of what they 
teded, environed the Cacique and his Indians, 
‘Wnthey carried tothe Camp, where the Go- 
Mour caufed them tobe put into Prifon near to 
ent ; then he declared to them that they 
Hd not budge from thence, until they had 
fh him Guides and Indians for fervice, and un- 
Mme fick Souldiers who were coming ina 
@ from Chiaha, and thofe whom he had fent 
fea were arrived. Thole of Chifca came 
M days after, and told him that the Zndians 
rd them through fo barren a Country, and

The Granaries were full of Af 
and {mall Beans ; and the Country was fo pop 
lous, that the Villages and fields fow’d with M4 
touched one another : It is very pleafant, becau 
of feveral little Rivers which make moft love 
Meadows ; and in the fields there area gre 
many Spanifh Plum-trees, as well as of thofes 
the Country, with plenty of Vines upon’ 
fides of the Rivers, whofe ftocks rife as high} 
the trees. There are others diftant from # 
Rivers fide, whofe ftock is low, and carry vet 
large fweet Grapes ; but feeing there is no pat 
taken about them, there {tones are of an extra@ 
dinary bignefs, The Governour moft common 
fet guards over the Cacégues to hinder them frol 
‘running away, and he carried them along wit 
him till he was gone out of theit Jurifdiction; Bt 
caufe their Subjects waited for them in the Vill 
ges, and furnifhed Guides and Indians for fervice 
but when he was about to enter into anothe 
Province, he fent them back again, as he did ie 
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yife the Zndians who of their own accord carricd 
jee Baggage, when he was come into the Terti- 
Wpries of another Caciygue that fupplied him with 
yew ones. Inthe meantimethe Indians of Cofa 
puld not endure that their Cacique fhould be 
wcpt under reftraint ; they made an Infurrecti- 
o and fled into the Woods, not-onely thofe of 
ge Town, but alfo the Subje@s of the other Z1- 
(Wan Cacique’s who payed Homage to the Cacique 
i! Cofa. Soto fent four Captains to attack them in 
hur feveral places: they took feveral Jrdian men, 
ey and womenalfo, whom they put in Chains ;

Maes, which that Country is plentifully furn 
edwith: But feeing the Jvdians had abando: 
their Habitations, the Governour fent word 
the Cacigue that he fhould come to him ; wh 
he did; and after many offers of his Servie 
gave forty Jadians. In this Town one of the ¢| 
Indians of Tafcaluca came to falute the Got 
nour in name of the Cacique, and made him | 
difcourfe. ae 
Moft mighty and moft virtuous Lord, the gr 
Cacique of Tafcaluca my Majer, hath fent m 
kif your Lordfbips hand, and to let you know, t 
he is informed you gain the affection of all men 
your Perfections, Power, and Merit ; and that 
the people of the Countries through which your Lt 
ship bath paffed , ferve and obey you: This he 
knowledges to be your due , and defires more t 
dife it felf to fee you, and ferve you s and fort 
reafon be hath yent to offer you his Perfon, Couti 
and Subjetls. So that when your Lordfhip ple 
to come into bis Country, you fball there be ie 





ferved, and obeyed. nith all affection ; and he cra 
xo other reward for the defire be hath to render 
fervices, but that you woula'do him the favour to 
him know when you ll come; and the fooner ‘you 
folve to doit, your favour and his joy will be 
greater.

This Cacique was much feared 
is Neighbours and Subjeéts, and commanded 
Wry large and well-peopled Country : he was 

very high ftature, well fhaped, {trong limbs,

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and a well-proportioned body. When the Ca 
Mafter had delivered his Harangue, all the Tre 
pers of his Retinue made a great many Paffac 
in the Market-place, {purring their horfes fon 
times to the very place where the Cacique w 
which he beheld witha great deal of gravity, « 
fling his eyes onely upon them now and then 
a moft haughty and difdainful manner. In t 
mean time the,Governour arrived, the Cacig 
not budging out of his place to go and me 
him ; deze took him by the hand, and both we 
and fat down upon a bench under the Balcon 
where the Cacique {pake to him in thefe terms. 
Mighty Lord, may your Lordfhips arrival be 
tended with all happinefB ; 1am aswell pleafed toy 
you, as if you were a Brother whom I extreamly 
ved: I need fay no more as to that, feeing it is 
v0 purpofe to exprefs ix many words , what may 
Said in a few, infomuch as it is the Will which git 
force to Altions, and Adtions are the Evidences 
Truth. As to the Will, you {hall know by the fa 
nefs of my proceeding how fincere mine is. I effet 
the favour you have fhew'd me in fending me a Pt 
fent, as much as it deferves, and efpecially becaufe 
as a Prefent from you. Look, now, what it isy 
would have me ferve you in. | | 
The Governour thanked him very civilly, b 
fet {pies over him fo long as he ftaid in th 
Town ; and when he was ready to be gone, I 
refolved, for many reafons, to take him alor 
’ . wit 
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vith him, After two days march, we found the 
Wiown of Piache upon a great River, where Soto 
@ilemanded Canoes of the Judians to carry over 
Whe Army. They told him that they had none, 
put that they would make rafts of Canes and 

Wry wood, whichthey did in a very fhort time ; 
find feeing the River ran very gently, we pafled 
pver with a great dealof eafe. It isreckoned an 
Miundred Leagues from the Port ofthe Holy Ghoft 
Wo Palache,and that way runs from Eaft to Weft; 
rom Palache to Cutifachiqui there is four hundred 
(nd thirty Leagues, from South-Weft to North- 
WEaft; and from Cutifachiquito Xualla, the way 
Ms from South to North for the {pace of two hun- 
mired and fifty Leagues. In fine, from Xwalla to 
IW a/caluca which are alfo two hundred Leagues di- 
ftant, one hundred and four{core gofrom Eaft to 
Welt as far as Cofa, and the reft from Cofa to Taf- 
Maluca from Northto South. When we were got 
io the other fide of the River of Piache, a Spani- 
rd purfuing an Zndian woman bis flave, who had 
Mun away from him, was loft in the Woods, being 
Pitcher killed or taken by the Zvdians; whereup- 
yn the Governour told the Cacique, that he mutt 
@>e accountable for him, threatning to keep him 
‘)n fetters as long as he lived, if the Chriftian were 
Mhot found. The Cacique fent one of his Zndians 
ko Maville, a large’ Town onour way, belonging 
Wo another Cacique Vaflal to Zafcaluca ; his pre- 
ext was good, for he faid he fent to give him no- 
G tice 
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tice to prepare Provifions and Zudians of ferviec 
for the Army: But it was apparent enough after 
wards that that was not his defign, and that the 
bufinefs of that Meflenger, was to caufe the Judi 
an Souldiers mutter i intoa Body, that they migh 
fallupon us. We continued our march three 
days, the laft whereof was through a very popu. 
Jous Country, and the Eighteenth of O¢fober we 
arrived at Maville. Soto had the Van-guard with 
thirty Foot-fouldiers, and fifteen Horfe. Nea 
the Town he met a Souldier whom he had fen: 
to the Cacique, to pray him to flay, and likewif 
to obferve the motion of the Zndians ; the Soul. 
dier told the Governour, that they feemed t 
have fome bad defign, becaufe whilft he tarrie 
at Maville, he had {een a great many Indians it 
Arms enter the Town , and that they labour et 
withextream diligence in fortifying the Palifflad 
about the place. Upon this, Mo/cofo told the Go 
vernour, that the beft way would be to encamp 
feeing the Judians appeared not to be fubmiffiv 
enough : but Soto replied, That he was weary 0 
-encamping, and that he would go and refreff 
himfelfin the Town, The Cacique at his entry 
received him with the found of Inftruments; ant 
having offer’d him his Services , prefented hin 
with three Mantles of Martin-skins, The Go 
vernour made his entry in the middle betwix 
“two Caciques , followed by eight of his guards 
and three or four Troopers, w ho alighted to wal 
- Upo: 
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Hn him ; fo he went and fat down under a Bal- 
Wy, where the Cacique of Tafcaluca pray’d him 
Weave him inthat Town, and not give him the 
Hable of going any farther ; but perceiving by 
’s difcourfe, that it would be hard for him to 
Hain his leave, he changed his defign ; and pre- 
Hing to go {peak with fome Indians, he left the 
vernour fitting in his place, and went into a 
fe, where many Judians were aflembled with 
i Bows and Arrows. The Governour per- 
im ing that he returned not, called him feveral 
Hes; and at length the Cacique made anfwer 

ghtily, That he would neither come out of 

place, nor go any farther ; that if the Gover- 
ic would depart in peace , he might in a good 
iwc ; but that he muft not pretend tocarry him 








CHAP. XVIIL 


We Indians rife againft the Goveriour 5 
and what hapned upon it. 


He haughtinels of the Cacique made the 
Governour fenfible that there was a Plot 

: He endeavoured to {weeten him by Civi- 
's, to which the Zrdian made no anfwer ; on 
contrary, with a haughty and flighting look 
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hhe withdrew into a place where the Govern 
could neither fee him, nor fpeak with him: & 
feeing another Zxdian of Quality pafling that w 
called him to him,and bid him aflure the Caci, 
that he would give him leave to be gone wl 
and whither he pleafed, provided he furnifl 
him with a Guide, and Zudiaus for fervice ; | 
the Judian replied, That he would hear no p 
pofition; which obliged Gallegos to take hol 

him by the skirt of his Mantle, and the Jndiat 

fpring away from him, leaving his Mantle in 

hands. Now feeing the Jndians took to @ 
Arms, Gallegos drew his Sword , and gave: 
whom he had taken hold of fo furious a thi 

that he ran him through the breaft; that bl 
was the fignal to the revolt: They came tf 

ning out of their houfes all in fury, hooting: 

rows at the Governour and thofe that-were ¥ 
him. Soto faw very well, that if he made h 
againft them, there was no probability of € 
Ping out of their hands; and if he caufed his 
ces to advance towards the Town, the Jnd, 
from their houfes where they fheltred, woulc 
alltheir horfes, and make a great flaughte 
amen ; he therefore thought it beft to run ow 
the Town with all the fpeed he could ; but be 
he could fave himfelt, he was fain to be taken 
two or three times. All that accompanied | 
were dangeroufly wounded, and five killed 0 
the place. The Governour, wounded as het 
dl 
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i ied to his men to keep off from the Paliffado, 
Ibm whence the Jxdians fhot furioufly ; and as 
We Spaniards retreated, moft of them running, 
B iadians fallied out upon them, killing with 
Meir Arrows all whom they overtook. The 
laves who carried the Baggage had unloaded it 
ja place near the Paliffado; fo that during the 
gut of the Spaniards , the Te of Malville 
Iided them again with the Baggage ; and lead- 
i them into the Town, knock’d off the Chains 
Py carried , and gave them Bows and Arrows 
Wfight with againft us. Thus they feiz’d allour 
@uipage , and even our Pearls; and feeing we 
1 marched through a Gountry that in all ap- 
prance had fubmitted, many Souldiers had, left 
‘fir Arms with the Baggage; fo that they fell 
do the Enemies hands,who had, befides, Swords 
| Halbards which they had {natched from thofe 
‘Mo entred with the Governour. So foon as 
'@o was out of danger, he mounted on horfe- 
@tk, and with fome other Gentlemen on horfe- 
k alfo, turning upon the Jvdians, he killed 
ee with his Lance, which made them retreat 
hind the Paliffado, where they defended theme 
res, and from whence the braveft fallied out 
en the horfe were making their Caracol, and 
iimediately entred in again fo foon as they turs 
fi uponthem. A Monck and Secular Prieft, 
th one of the Generals Servants, andan Indian 
®man-flave, were ftillin the Town. The re- 
ie - volt 
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volt of the Zvdians was fo fudden, that they ha 
not time to get out, fo that they were oblige 
to barricado themfelves within the houfe wher 
they were, making faft the door ; and feein; 
they hada Sword, the Generals man flandin 
behind the door, made thrufts at the Jvdians whi 
offered to come in; and the Monk and Prief 
laying hold each ofthemof a ftaff; ftood on ead 
fide to knock down the firft that fet his foo 
within the houfe. The Jadians who faw th 
door fo well defended , were got upon the roe 
to make holes init, and to fhoot them with thei 
Arrows. When,allthe Army came in fight o 
Maville, they held a Council to deliberate whe 
ther they fhould affault the Zvdians in the Town 
or oncly befiege them , becaufe the aflault wa 
very dangerous; butat length the affault was re 
folved upon in this manner.

The Governour draws up his men, and en

( Oto made thofe who were beft armed to’ 
light, whom he drew up into four Batalions 
and marched ftreight tothe Gates of the Town 
this being done ia fpight of the Jndians, their firl 

care 
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Ware was to make the Cacique withdraw, telling 
Wim, as we were informed by fome Judiax flaves, 
Hat in fuch occafions a Cacaque fignified no more 
Man another man, and fought onely for one ; 
that in the Town there was a great many Judi 
sto command, brave and expert Souldiers, 
dad that one of them was enough to give the ne- 
Wieflary orders; that feeing the fuccels of a Fight 
Hepended on Fortune, it would not be known for 
What fide Victory would declare, that therefore 
hey prayed him to fecure his Perfon, to the end 
What if they all died in the Battel, as they refolved 
die rather than turn their backs, fome might 
iM-main alive to govern the Country... The Ca- 

que refuted to be gone; but they prefled him 





| F Bard, that at length he left the Town accom- 

WManied with fifteen Zvdians, carrying with him a 

rarlet Cloak , and the beft things he found in 

he Spaniards Bageige. The Governour being 
i 


hformed that Indians were feen flying out of the 
‘own, fent off a party of Horfe to make the 
bunds about the circuit of the place, and in eve- 
I Batalion placed a Souldier with a lighted fire- 
Kand, to fet all on fire, and fo to oblige the Zx- 
Fans to fight abroad in the flreets. Having fo 
Hdered all things, they gave the fignal by a 
MMusket-fhot , and the four Batalions marched 
Mth extraordinary fury to their feveral pofts. 
MMhere was a fearful flaughter on both fides at the 
pry of the Gates; tor the Indians CHR 
| them 
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them fo valiantly, that they beat our men bac 
feveral times; at length the Gates were forced 
and we mingled pe/-me/with them: The Monl 
and Prieft were very opportunely relieved, bu 
with the lofs of two brave Souldiers who wer 
the firft who ran to their affiftance. The Figh 
continued fo long, that the Chriftians choake, 
with droughth , went to refrefh themfelves in: 
Pool near the Paliflado, where they drank 4 
much bloud as water ; and fo returned to th 
Fight. his obliged the Governour, and thof 
that were with him on horfe-back, to enter the 
Town, .where they charged the Enemy fo brisk 
ly, that they put the Jvdians into diforder, and 
gave opportunity to the Souldiers to fet the hou: 
fes on fire. They that thought to fave them 
felyes out of the Town, were torced in again by 
the Horfe that made the round ; fo that defpair 
giving them frefh ftrength, they came to blows 
again with the Spanéards: but that way of fight. 
ing was very difadvantageous to them; for the 
Chriftians hewed them down with fo much fury, 
that many of them threw themfelves one ie 
































another into the houfes that were on fire, where 
they were {muthered and reduced to afhes: fo 
that above two thoufand and five hundred Jydi 
ans perifhed by the fire and fword. We loft 
eighteen Chriftians , amongft whom were Don 
Carlos the Governours Coufin, and one of his 
Nephews , ohn de Gomez and Mem Rodriguez , 

both 
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i Portuguefe,and John Vafquex de Villeneuve 
Wrcarota, all Gentlemen of Quality and much 
Imed ; the reft were but private Souldiers, 
Hpundred and fifty Spaniards were wounded 
as Action, with feven hundred Arrow-thot ; 
WGod permitted that all of them in a very 
time were cured of their wounds, though 
ff were very dangerous. All our Equipage, 
fen, Cloaths, Pearls, and Ornaments for fay- 
pif Mafs, were confumed by the fire, our men 
ng no refpec to that lofs, fince it was far lefs 
the damage that the Zvdians might have 

us by fighting under fhelter. The Gover-

Peers Met ‘ 

FeRom the time we landed in Florida, till 
departed from Maville, we had loft ant 

dred and two Chriftians, fome by ficknefs , 
others fighting againft the Zzdians. In cont 
ration of the wounded, we were obliged to lie 
camped three weeks near that‘Town, in aff 
ful and populous Country ; for befides the 
ced Towns, there were many {cattered ho 
all about in the Country, diftant from one a 
ther one or two Crofs-bow-fhot at moft, * 
Governour finding that the wounded were 
moft cured, decamped on Sunday the Eightee 
of November, all the Souldiers having provi 
themfelves of Maes for two days : neverthe 
we fpent five ina defart Country, before we 
tred into the Province of Pafallaya. We fo 
two Villages Zaliepatave, and Cabufto , this 
lying upona great River, the oppofite fide wh 
of was pofleft by the Jxdians; they called te 
that they would knock out the brains of us 













if we were fo bold as to crofs the River ; wh 


obli 
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ipliged Soto to caufea great Boat to be built pri 
tely in the Woods, that the Zxdians might not 
me to know his defign. It was finithed itt 
ur days time, and the Governour order’d it to 
F carried down half a League lower on thé 
fiver; there he put on board thirty Souldiers 
fell atmed ; but when the Zudians perceived his 
Ffign, thofe that were neareft came running to 
wfend the paflage: They made fome refiftance 
ME the Spaniards landed ; but fo foon as they 
arched towards them, the Jvdians retreated and 
jrew themfelves into fwamps covered with 
Meeds. ‘The thirty Spaniards mounted of horfes 
mck, and went down along the River, till they 
Mhinda place where the Army crofled over withe , 
mt any difficulty. We found Towns full of 
Mees and dry Peafe: from therice we tharched 
re days through a defart Country , until we 
me toa River where the Zvdians offered agairi 
® difpute us the paflage. But Scto avoiding as 
@uch as he could to expofe his men to more en 
Mmgements, in two days time caufed another Ca- 
lle to be made, and fent one of his ndians to 
Cacique to demand peace and his friendfhip : 
Mis did not fucceed, for the Indians being up, 
aflacred his Meffenger before his face ; and has 
pg dorie fo, retir'd with loud fhouts. So that 
e paflage being free, we went to Chitafa the 
ehteenth of December : It was a little Village, 
ntaining about twenty houfes, where the Gos 
| “cesieage’ 9 vernouk 
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‘with an hundred and fifty Rabbets, fome Mantle 
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vernour was obliged to pafsthe Winter, becauf 
it fnowed, and the cold was already fo fharp, tha’ 
the Army fuffered extreamly in the Camp, befor 
they could find out means to make houfes. Thi 





‘Country was well peopled, and full of fcatterer 


houfes in the fields, like to thofe of Maville : Wi 
found abundance of Maes there, moft part where 
of was ftill upon the ground, fo that we had e 
nough for the whole Winter-Quarter. We tool 
fome Indians, and amongft others one who wa 
much confidered by the Cacique, and who pet 
{waded the Governour to fend word to the Ca 
cigue, that he defired to fee him, and to trea 
with him. The Caczque complied, , and came t 
the Governour, offering bim his Country 

Subjects, and promifing to bring two Cacique 
more ; who came, indeed, fome days after ver} 
well accompanied. The one was called Alima 
mu, and the other Nicalufa: They prefented Sof 







and Skins. ‘The Cacique of Chicafa came oftet 
to vifit the Governour, who fometimes fent fo 
him, and lent him a horfe to go and come to th 
Camp. This Zrdian complained to him of ont 


ftance gouintt that Rebel , whom he intended t 
punifh ; which was a meer fham to make us dt 
vide our Forces, that fo he might attack us fepa 
rately. However, the Governour granted him 
that affiftance; and when the Cacique came with 
twe 
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Wvo hundred Jxdians in Arms, he accompanied 
m with thirty Horfe, and fourfcore Foot. They 
garched together to Saquechuma , which was the 
pace oO: Refidence of the Indian whom the Cas 
we pretended to be revolted: thar Village was 
Mmandoned, and the Judians of Chicafd fet fire to

100 A Relation of the Invafion 
fhed asthey haddeferved. Helived retired into 
a Country-houfe half a League from the ie

Valet de Chamber of the Governours, called Re 
beyra, and Fuentez. ‘They brought away fome 
Skins and Mantles by force, which fo offendet 
the Zvdians, that they left their Houfes. Soto be 
ing informed of that violence, caufed them to b 
apprehended, and condemned Oforio and Fuente: 
to death, as being the Ringleaders of the enter 
prize, and confifcated the Goods of all the four 
All the Church-men and chief ofthe Army beg’ 
Oforio’s life, and fome mitigation of the Sentence 
but he was inflexible ; fo that the Criminal 
were going to be led to the Market-place to hav 
their heads {truck off, when fome Lvdzans ca 2 
from the Cacigue, to make their Complaitts 4 
the Governour. The coming of the Indian 
"which fhould have haftned their death, was tha

| be men; and being refolved to leave Chicafa in 
Warch, he demanded Indians for fervice from the 

Macique. The Cacique made anfwer, That he 
Hyould propofe the matter to the moft confide- 
Ibble of his Subjects ; and feeing the anfwer was 
Poga coming, Soto went to pay him a vifit on 
MVednefday the Eighth of March, He prefled 
im again to furnifh him with Indzavs, whom the 
ther promifed to fend next day : Neverthelefs, 
ane Governour obferved that he wasa hatching 
tpme mifchief, and ordered Mofcofo to keepa good 

ward all night, which he neglected. The Go- 
Mernours obfervation was buttoo well grounded ; 
sr about midnight the Zwdians in four Batalions

ad fo foon as they perceived that wing were dif- 
pvered, they beat a Drum, ‘which ferved them 
wa fignal ; ; and with fearful {fhouts broke into 
ne Camp at the fame time that our Out-guards 
Mtreated thither ; nay, fcarely had thole who 
Mere in the Village heard the noife ofthe Enemy, 
@hen one half of the houfes were already allon 
Mire. Three Troopers were that night upon the 
edelte, two of which were of low sate and ge 
aft efteemed ofany inthe Army ; the third wa 
{ Coufin of the Governours, abt till that i 
| _had 
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had preferved the reputation of being. ftour 
nevertiielefs, on thisoccafion he behaved himfe 
as cowardly as his Companions, running awa 
with them without fo much as once running 
Lance; fo that the Jdians entred without an 
oppofition, and fer all on fire, waiting for th 
Chriftians abroad, who came out of doors in dt 
order without having leifure to arm themfelves 
for being for moft part as yet overwhelm/’d wit 
flecp, and blinded with the fmoak , they knes 
not where to find their Arms, nor how to faddl 
their hories ; nor could they fee the Jadzans tha 
“pierced them with their Arrows. Several horfe 
were burnt in the Stables, none efcaping but fue 
as broke their halters , and faved themf{ecives i 
the ftreets : So terrible was the diforder:, ‘tha 
every one thought of flying without makin 
heall againft the Enemy ; but God who andl 
chaftizes his Servants to corre@, and not. to de 
ftroy them, and who holds them in his hand ij 
their greateft neceffities, and amidfi the mof 
frightiul dangers, fo blinded the Indians tha 
‘they perceived not our diforder, but imagine 
that the horfes which ran about the ftreets, wer 
Squadrons drawing up to charge them. In th 
mean time there was none but the Governou 
that could get on horfeback, who followed bys 
‘Souldier called Zapia, fpurred up againft the Ene 
my; Sote with the thruft of a Lance killed the 
firft Zndian he met, but {eeing in the general fur 
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\prizeand confternation care enough had not been 
Weken to girt his horfe, the violence of the tilt 
Hhrew him off, with the faddle betwixt his legs. 
fhe rumour of the danger the Governour was 
ip {pread immediately, which obliged a great 
pany that were leaving the Village to go hide 
peemfelves in the Woods, to rally again and come 
Ip his affiftance. And feeing it was ftill night, 
od that the Zzdians {till imagined that the hor- 
{fs which they heard running, were coming to 

J! upon them, they gave ground, and abando- 
ed the Town, leaving onely one of their number 
ead upon the place, who was killed by the Go- 
getnours own hand. ‘The Village was wholly 
gernt down, and a woman that followed her 
[usband perifhed in the flames, who having got 

Htot the houfe with him ,° went back again to 
ve fome Pearls which fhe had preferved; but 
hen fhe thought of getting out a fecond time, 
le fire. was at the door before her, fo that neither 

et Husband nor any body elfe could fave her 
mc. Three Chriftians more were fo fpoilt by 

he fire, that one of them died three days after, 
Oh the other two were for a long while unable 
BP go, but forced to becarried a-bed in a kind of 
Bitter born by Indians. Twelve Chriftians died 
athis occafion, with fifty horfes and four hun- 
red hogs whichwereburnt. All that we fav d 
om the fire of Maville, was confumed in this:

‘Luis invention was laughed at. at firl 
but at length the larghers, themfelves thoug] 
chemfelves happy when they could make ule 
them, Wewere in fo great diforder, and fod 
‘f{titute of arms and faddles which were confume 
by the fire, that had the Indians aflaulted us. on 
more, they might eafily have deteated ps. So 
thought fit to remove the Camp from, the pla 
‘where it was, to the houfe where the Cacique he

i ¢ 7 Ehad already encamped eight days with: 
: N in halfa League of our former Quarter, 
Hl had made a Forge to drefs and new temper 
ir Swords that had been fpoiled by the fire ; 
Hy Bucklers, Saddles, and Lances, being likewife 
Ht for fervice, when on Wednefday the Fifteenth 
iy of March, 1541. the Zndians came to attack 
Na little before day.. They were divided into 
Iree Batalions ; but feeing our paft danger had 
Moght us wit, the Sentinels did their duty, and 
ve the allarm in good time: The Governour 
Wid Troopers were on horfeback in ‘an inftant. 
le divided them into three Squadrons : and ha- 
Ming provided for the guard of the Camp, char- 
Ned the Indians fo furioufly that they could not 

ndit. Seeing the ground favoured the Horfe, 
thd that ic was already day, we might have had 
fufficient revenge on the Indians for their for- 
her affaule, had it nct been for a Monk that fell 
crying with all his force very unfeafonably, 
jo the Camp, to the Camp: At that cry the Go- 
ernour and his men haftned thither, and gave 
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the Indians time to fave themfelves, caving ¢ 
ly forty of their number dead upon the pla 
Some were taken, whom the Governour as 
about the Country that was further before 
and onthe Twenty fifth of April we wen 
Alimamu ; it was af{mall Village, where we fo 
but little Maes.

WP. The Horfe alighted by his orders, and at- 
ed the Paliffado in four bodies. The Zvdians

ple flights of Arrows ; where feeing we could 
fl no foard for the Horfe, we were obliged to 
Heat.

Hedays alter. This lofs made the Governours 
Mpduct be blamed in that he had not got the 
Wb re ot the ground which was on the other fide 
Me River viewed, anda paflage found before 
bctacked the Zvdians.

Hough daring three days {pace fome t 
quantity ot Maes had been brought to 


“Army, and that the wounded wanted reft, 
the Souldiers who fuffered very much had. t

‘was obliged to decamp to go to Quizquiz , % 
marched feven days through a defart Coun 
fall of fwamps and woods ; ; but where theres 
fill horfe-way, unlefs in fome few places wh 
they were put to fwitn. Phe Indians of Qupay 
had no intelligence of our march, fo that we t 
them allin their houfes, and amongft the reft | 
Cacique’s Mother. Soto fent him word by 


Lndian, that if he would come to him, which 


might do with all fafety, he would reftore toh 
his Mother and all his Subje@ts. ‘To whichi 
Cacique mace anfwer,’ That he fhould firkt 
liver his Mother and the other Prifoners ,% 

then he would come and wait on him. Seei 


the Souldiers were tired out and heartlefs - 


want of viétuals, and the horfes alfo ink 
cafe, Soro refolved to give the Prifoners their 
ber! 
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y., tofee if by that means he could oblige 
Facique to let him alone in peace; he there- 
fent home the Cacégue’s Mother, and all the 
that were taken, having in very obliging 
Js exprefied the great defire he -had of hving 
acewiththem. Next day when the Gover- 
r expected the Cacique, we faw a great many 
ed Indians, coming with a defign to attack 
j all immediately armed ; which the /zdians 
Hrving, retreated to the fide of a River out of 
Meach of fhot. They confulted together about 
anhour, and then fix of the chief of them 
Wnced towards the Camp. They ‘told the 
@ ernour that they were come to fee what kind 
hen they were whom he commanded ; that 
f had learnt from their Anceftors that a white 
ple fhould come and conquer their Country, 
if that therefore they would go and tell their 
que, that he fhould come and offer his fervices 
he Governour ; fo having prefeated him with | 
brfeven Skins, andasmany Mantles, they re- 
edwith all the other Zudians that waited on 
In the mean time the Caczgue came not, 
did he fend us any more news of him; but 
ie being no great ftore of Maes in the Town, 
fy Governour made us march to another about 
a League from Riogrande, or the great River ; 
re we found as much Maes as we needed, and 
»went to view the River; he found on the 
s of ita great deal of Timber fit for boilsPe:

Cacique {pake to the Governour who ftood or 
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of Boats, and an advantageous place for the Ari 
to encamp in, which he ordered to advance. | 
patcht up fome houfes in hafte in a fmooth le 
ground, about a Crofs-bow-fhot from the Riy 
and thither we brought all the Maes that was 
the Villages through which we paft; Imme 
ately we tell to prepare the wood that was nee 
fary for the Boats ; and whilft we were emploj 
about that work , fome Jndians defcending t 
River, came afhoar, and told the Governour th 
they were the Subjects of a great Cacique call 
Aquixo, who commanded a great many peof 
inavery large Country on the other fide of t 
River ; That they were come in his Name to 4 
quaint his Lordihip that their Mafter wou 
come to-morrow and wait upor him. The € 
cigque did, indeed, come, followed by two hund 
Canoes tull of armed Jndians, painted after the 
way, and adorned with feathers of all colours, fi 
ving thields in their hands wherewith they coy, 
red the Rowers ; the reft with their Bows an 
Arrows ftood fore and after in the Cazce.

When the Boats werecome ti 
the Town, he caufed them to be broken up, an 
all the Iron-work to be kept for other occafions 
TheArmy refteda night int his Town,and parte 
next day to go intothe Province of Pacaha,whicl 
according to the relation of the Zvdéans, bordere 
uponthe Country of Chifca, where that Meta 
was found which the Governour took to b 
Gold. On our march we found feveral grea 
Villages abandoned by the Jndians; nevertherlef 
we took fome, who told the Governour, ‘Tha 
three days journey from the place where w 
were, he would find a powerful Cacique, calle 
Cafgui: This made him haften our march to : 
little River, which we crofled upon abridge; bu 
feeing the waters were out, the men marched til 
Sun-fet up to the middle in water. At lengtl 
we faw dry land to our great fatisfaction, becauf 
we feared we fhould have been forced: to pafs th 
whole night inthe water ; and our joy hereupot 
adding to our ftrength, next day about noon w 
found the firft habitation of the Province of Caf 
gui. The Indians expected us not, which cof 
many of them their dear liberty. ~ That Village

i dni Country was the higheft, drieft, and eveneft 
#f any that we had found before we came to the 
great River ; the fields were covered with Nut- 
Wrees, whofe fruit was of the fhape of an Acorn, 
Hind we found ftore of them every-where in the 
Moufes, which the Indians had laid up for their 
Provifions : Thefe Walnut-trees differed nothing 
Wom thofe of Spaiz, nor from thofe which we 
Mad feen elfewhere in that Country , but that 
Meir leaves were fomewhat {maller: We found ale 
#p 2 great many Mulberry-trees,and Plum-trees, 
Whereof fome bore red Plums like thofe of Spain, 
tind others Plums of a violet-colour, di erent 
qom ours, but of a far better tafte. All thefe 
ij tees were fair, and of as good a growthas thofe 
Which ate raifed with care in Gardens and Or- 
Mnards; for the Land yields but few rufhes and 
uhes. The Army marched two days in this 
rovince of Cafgui, before we came to the place 
Mhere the Cacique ufually tefided ; and the 
§ountry upon the Rode was fo populous, that 
mpc of their Villages was as big as two or three 
the other Provinces. . “The Governour fent an 
S)dian to acquaint the Cacique that he was com- 
Mg totee him, to defire his friendihip, and to 
Heat him as his own Brother. To which the 
Wecique anfwered, That he fhould be welcome, 
Wid that he would joyfully comply with whatfo- 
cr he fhould pleafe to enjoyn him. He added

to his wordsa Prefent of Skins, Mantles,and Fifhy 
fo that after thefe teftimonies of mutual friend 
fhip, the Jxdians forfook no more the Villages 
through which we paft, but in all places received 
the Army with gladnefs, and offer’d the Gover: 
nour Fifh, Mantles, and other prefents. The 
Cacigue came out of his Town half a League ta 
meet the. General, and fpake to him in thefe 
terms. | | 

Moft High, moft Mighty, and moft iluftrious 
Lord, may your Lorfhips coming be happy. As foon 
as I was informed of your Lord/hips Power and great 
Qualities, though upon your entry into my Country 
you killed my Subjects, and made them flaves , né- 
uerthelefs [ refolved to conform my will to yours 
and to approve whatever you do, feeing Lam wholh 
at your fervice ; for I thought you muft have ha 
juft reafon to do fo, upon good confiderations, bid 
are hid from me, but are known to your Lord/hip;

I am 
apt to think it will prove fo, becaufe it would beta 
declare againft reafon, to be perfwaded that the Ge- 
nerofity of fo excellent a Prince does allow him to con: 

I have fo little power to ds 
your Lordfhip fervice, that unlefs you have fome res 
Spect tomy Will, whichis difpofed to obey you in all 
things, Ican deferve but very little at your hands: 
But if if be reafonable that fome value fbould be put

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Moantry, andSubjects, to be difpofed of at your plea- 
re, an were I mafter of the whole World, I could 
pt have a greater inclination to receive and ferve 
Wer Lordfbip. Sotomade an{wer to this difcourfe 
Jiery civilly in few words, and then they entred 
t iS a Conference, wherein the Cacigue very obli- 
ingly offer'd the Governour his houfe to lodge 
}; buthe excufed himfelf that he might keep 
He peace, faying, That fince the weather was 
fic and pleafant , he had rather lie in a Camp. 
p the Camp was pitched under trees a quarter 
Wa League from the Town. The Cacique re 
irned tothe Town, and fome time after came 
lick with feveral Jndians finging ; fo foon .as 
ey came into the Governours prefence , they 

ti fellto the ground, and the Cacique made'a 
Mcourfe to him, whereof fhall onely relate the 
Ppftance and fubje&t. They brought with them 
Mo blind Zvdians , whom the Cacique prefented 
Hfore him ; faying, That fince he was the Son of 
> Sun,and fo powerfula Lord , he bege’d it of 
mn asa fingular favour that he would cure thofe 
#o blind men, who at that inftant rofe up, and 
€ re befought Soto to re{tore to them their 
Mbt. Hetold’them that the Mafter whom he 
fived,and who was above in the Heaven which 
y faw, hadalonethe power to cure them, and 
Srant them ‘befides all that they demanded ; 
Tit he was the Lord who made the Heavens, 
-Earth, and Men, whonv he had formed accor- 
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ding to his own Image and likenefs : That he ha 
been willing to fuffer death upon the Crofs fo 
the Salvation of Mankind, and that the third da 


he rofe again from the dead, having fuffer’ 


death as man; but that as God his Nature we 
immortal: That he had afcended up into Hea 
ven, where his arms were open to recéive al 
thofe that applied themfelves to him. He thes 
commanded a very high Crofs to be made, whiel 
was fet upin a rifing place of the Town, tellin; 
the Zndians that the Ghriftians rendred it honou 
in remembrance of what JESUS CHRIS] 
had fuffered uponit forthem. After the Gover 
nour and all the Spaniards had rendred their re 
{pes before the Crofs on their knees, the Zndi 
ans did the like ; and Soro told them, that they 
fhould continue to honour and adore it, and de. 
mand ofthat Lord who was in Heaven, all that 
they might ftand inneedof. After that , Sore 
inform’d himfelf of the Cacique how far it wa 
from that Town to Pacaha; he told him that it 
was a days journey, and that at the utmofl 
bounds of his Country, there was a Lake which 
made a kind of a Gulf in the great River into 


which it fell; adding, that he would fend Jndé. 


ans to builda Bridge for the paflage of the Ar- 

my. ‘The day we parted trom Ca/qui we came 

to a Village of that Province, where we flaid all 

night, and next day we cameto the Lake, which

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Whe Zxdians had made anend of the Bridge when 
ihe Governour came: It was made of pieces of 
Jimber in form of pofts laid upon trees driven 
ito the Lake; and on the one hand they left a 
dink of ftakes which ftood up higher than the 
Mridge for thofe that paft to hold by.

' Ca/qué came to us in this place with his Zudians 
fl] Arms; and the Governour fent an Jvdiaz to

Wace, he fhould have no injury done him ; and 
Jat if he granted him his friendfhip, he would 
jicat him as his Brother.

nger brought back word, that the Cacique had 


ith contempt rejected the Offers that were made 
jjm, and that he fled with all his Subjects beyond 
Ite Town. Soto took all his Horfe to go and 
Jnrfue them, and many of them were taken in a 
Hillage a quarter of a League off. They were 
fp livered into the hands of the Zndians of Cafqui, 

holed them to the Town with much gladnefs, 
Jcaufe they were Enemies; but it vexed them 
kceedingly that they were not fuffered to mafla- 
Bicthem. In this laft habitation we found feve- 
| | 1 Mantles, with the skins of Stags, Lions, and 

Fars, befidesa great many Cats skins : And fee-” 
| Is the Souldiers were very ill cloathed, they 
jon found the means of Apparrelling themfelves 

terewith. Of the Mantles they “made clofe- 
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bodied Coats , Caflocks, and alfo Wafte-coats 
which they lined with Cats skins as well as thei 
upper Coats ; and the Stags skins they cut int 
_ Breeches, Doublets, and Shoes: the Bears skin 
ferved to make good Cloaks, becaufé no wate 
pierced them. We found alfo in that Towr 
Bucklers ‘of the raw: hides. of Cows,’ Wwhich th 
‘Troopers made ufe of for their defence: | .

W' Ednefday the Nineteenth of Fune the Go 
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iipaffed it almoft allround: And the Lndiays 
W alfo made a Canal from the great River to 
Lake; by that means the River-fifh came 
iW itin great plenty, and the Cacique ufually di- 
Wed himfelfat fifhing. What quantity foever 
We taken, they were never miffed, as we tried 
With Nets that were in the Town. Several 
es thereabouts were every whit as well furni-’ 
}. but they were a fofter kind of fith, than the 
ythat came from the River, and nothing near 
ood: they all differed from the fith of Spain, 
Ht fith which they call Bagres, is of an extraor- 
ary thape ; the head of it is one-third of its 
}, and about its fins and belly it hath great 
Aiesas fharpas aneedle: Thofe which we took 
fre Lake were about the bignefs of a large 
#; but in the great River there were fome 
} weighed from an hundred to an hundred 
WM fifty pound weight, of which many were 
ined with the Hook. ‘There are other fith 
refemble a Barbel, and others again a Carp, 
Bt fcales ikea Roach, but of a colour fome 
At browner ; thefe they efteemed moft. We 
ht another fort of fith allo, called Pexe-palla, 
Palat-fifh ; the head of it is covered with a 
i of an elbow-hood, the upper point whereof 
®laped like a Palet or Lingel; others again ree 
lethe Alofe; and all had feaies except the 
res and Palat-fifh. The Indians fometimes 
ht fith as big as a hog, which they called 
| pe exe 
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Pexe perco, and had feveral ranks of teeth ab 
and below. The Cacique of Cafqui fent the ( 
vernour Prefents often, and told him. one ¢ 
that he would deliver up to him the Caczqug 
‘Patacha. WHewent to Cafgui, from whence 
fent up a great many Canoes by water, and.ca 
himfelf by Jand atterided by feveral of his § 
jects. Soto led them himfelf, accompanied 
forty Horfe, and fixty Foot, to a place where 
Indians in the Canoes difcovered Pacaha and 
men, who were retreated intoa little Ifle. F 
Spaniards went in a Cance under the Comm: 
of Don Antonio Oforio, to view the Indian: 
Pacaha, and judge what number of men tl 
mightbe: They were about five or fix thoufa 
who taking all thofe that came in the Canoes 
Spaniards, were fo frighted that the Cacique ¢ 
Indians, who were in three Canoes , fled to 
other fide of the River, and the reft caft the 
felves into the water with fo much fear and pr 
pitation, that though they could fwim, yet ma 
ofthem were drowned, efpecially Women 4 
Children. The Governour who wason fhoart 
knowing what hapned on Don <Aatonio’s fi 
put on board the Canoes of Cafqui Souldiers 
go into the Ifland , where they-atrived at | 
fame time Don Antonio did, and took feveral 
dians, menand women, witha great deal ofb 
ty. Thefe IJndians had loaded much of th 
Goods in Paniers of Canes upon floats, to ¢ 
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in to the other fide; but fear making them 
Wke them, the floats carried down by the cur- 
of the water , fell into the hands of Cafguz’s 
WM, who filled their Canoes with them ; and 
Hing that the Spaniards might take their booty 
fi them, went away (with their Cacique) withe 
Waking leave of the Governour.

Pacaba 
diately fent back feveral Zndians , who 
ght one with them whom they called the 
we ; but the cheat was difcovered by one of 
pas Brothers who was Prifoner.

Nc Province of Autiamgque: after five days travel- 
tpg over very rough mountains, we found an ha- 
Pitation called Quipana, where we could not take 
Thy Zndians, the Country being too clofe for the 
Wprfe'} however, that Village being feated’ a+ 
Hjongft mountains, we laid an Ambuicade, and 
Sjught two Indians: They told us that Autiam- 
ie was fix days journey off, and that to the 
Wputh we would find another Province called 
}abate, very plentifulin Maes, and extreamly 
ell peopled, But the Province of Autiamgue 
ring theneareft, Soto continued his march, and 
Hime to the Town of Awoixz.

An Indian att 
ded by fome others came to wait on the Gov 
nour in name of the Cacigue, and prefented b 
with a Mantle of Martin-skins , and a ftring 
large Pearls; and Soto requited him with a C 
lar of Mother of Pearl, which is much efteen 
by the Indians of Peru, and fome other trif 
wherewith the Jvdian feemed much fatisfied. 
came back two days after, but from that ti 
forward we faw no more of him; on the contr:

away the Maes in their Canoes, which they c 
veyed into Hovels built in a very thick we 
on the other fide of the River. The Govern 
feeing that the Zndian came no more, as he p

fence of forrow ; on the contrary fome rejo} 
at it, in hopes that rhe new Governour, who 
inclined to devotion, would choofe rather to 
repofe in fome Country inhabited by Chrift 
than to carry on the defigns of Soto, in ma. 
new Conquefts with fo much fatigue , wh 
they were already difgufted becaule of thed

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fofit they had made. Council was held to de- 
erate what was beft to be done in that Jun- 
fre, and the Governour having taken exaG in- 
} nation of the nature of the Country that was 
all hands round us, he learnt that the moft 
Wjpulous wastowards the Weft; and that going 
ya the River beyond Quigaltan, the Country 
Hs defart, and deftitute of all forts of Provifions, 
fr Pray'd all the Officers to give their Opinions 
qVriting, and to fign them, that it might be de- 
ed whether we fhould follow the courfe of 
* River, or crofs into the Country: The ge 
fal opinion was to march into the Country to- 
ids the Weft, becaufe New-Spaiw was on that 
Je; and that a Voyage by Sea was more un- 
jfainand dangerous , infomuch that we could 
M build a Veffel {trong enough to weather a 
grm ; that we had no Mafter, no Pilot ; no 
#mpafs nor Sea-Cart ; that we were not very 
Je on what hand the Sea was, and whether the 
Wer did not make great turnings, or had Falls 
y™ Rocks, where the Veflel would be in danger 
Bpcing loft. Somealfo who had feen Sea-Maps, 
Biled, That according as they could judge by 
fj Latitude they were in, the Sea-Coaft mutt be 
Py hundred Leagues more or lefs diftant from - 
B) Coaft of New Spain. That fothough perhaps 
B) neceflity of getting Provifions might make us 
Bpble a little out of the way, as we went b 
#) neverthlefs after we had marched all theSum- 
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mer Jong, we might light upon fome County 
inhabited, where we might fpend the Wint 
commodioufly ; provided the Army met with 

great Defart that might hinder our paflage ; ar 
that the Summer following we fhould undoubte, 
ly come to fome Country inhabited by the Sp 
niards ; befides,that travelling by Land,we mig 
perhaps find fome Country that would enrich 
all. Though it was the Governours defign | 
get out of Florida as foon as pofiibly he coul 
yet he was obliged to conform to the general oj 
nion, becaufe of the inconveniences that were rt 
prefented to him to be in a Sea- Voyage. So he Ie 
Guachoya on Munday the Fifth of Fue ; the C 
cique gave hima Guide to go to Chaguate,and fla 
at home in his Town. We paffed through the Pr 
wince of Catalte; and having crofled a defa 
Country, we arrived at Chaguate the Twentie 
of Fune. The Cacique of that Province had be 
at Autiamque with the Governour Don Fernane 
and made him a prefent of Mantles, Skins, a1 
Salt. Inthe mean time, one day before Mofe 
arrived in this Town, we mifled a Spaniard w 
was fick, and believed that the Zvdians had kill 
him: The Governour fent word to the Cac 
thac he fhould caufe him to be lookt after a 
fent back tohim, and that by his care and di 
gence therein, he would judge of his Affectio 
otherwife, let him not imagine that he could 
void the refentment of the Spaxtards, who wou 
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Wcfue him and his Subjects into all places, and 
jall his Country on fire. The Cacigué came

We, and to offer him his fervices with fo much

}}, without receiving any new injury ; that no 
five of intereft could ever blind him {0 far, ‘ 
Hfince it is our fate that Crofles fhould fucceed 
}Pleafures, Fortune thought fit to moderate 
fpoy he had in feeing him, by the trouble 
fit to find him angry with him, whereas he 
Brd to have done him fervice in bringing that 
RChriftian into his houfe to be taken care of; 

s1reftoring him to him fafe and found; that 
Ppt action deferved a punifhment, he would 
fipt of it as a favour, being wholly devoted to 
Bpbedience of his Commands.

tracted at play. The Governour heard noth 
of this till after two days march, and fent to!

Mofcofa was enquiring into the particulars of th 
Confpiracy, the Zudians divided into two Bata 
onsappeared ; who finding that they were d 
covered, attacked us furiouily in two places; b: 
fo foon as they faw we made head againft the: 
vigoroufly, they turned their backs, leaving m 
ny of their men upoft the place. They we 
hotly purfued by all our Horfe, who being at 
diftance from the Camp, were attacked by t 
other Batalions which made a kind of body off 
ferve, but they were as warmly received as #] 
others were, and had no greater eaufe to brag: 
their temerity. The Jedians were put to th 
flight; and the Chriftians rallied again, whem 
a fudden great cries were heard about a Cro 
bow fhot from the Camp. Mofcofo fent off twelt 
Horfe to know what the matter was; and the 
found fix Spaniards, two on horfeback and four 
foot, furrounded by a great-many Zudians, whei 
the two Troopers did all that could be expeGe 
of brave men in defending the four Foot-fouldier: 
They had loft their way in purfuing the Zxdz 
who made the firft attack , and having rallied 
return to the Camp, they fell into that compan

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| Zndiaus who fet uponthem. Affiftance com- 
P in very good time, moft of the Zidians were 
Hed, and onely one taken who was brought to 
f Camp.

Me came two hours after very well accompa= 
Wd, his Zedians marching in two Files, and ma- 
Ag a lane for the Cacique to walk in the mid- 
. ‘They all came weeping according to the 
Mtom of the Province of Tua, which 1s not far 
ym thence to the Eaftward. The Cacique made a 
w bow to the Governour, and beg’d pardon for 
nat he had done, the thought of which alone, 
dhe, deferved to be punifhed; he enlarged 
uch in the Governours praile, and in commen- 
tion of the Spaniards, whom he called immor- 
people, rejecting the blame of all the enter- 
Wize upon the bad Counfels of one of his Bro- 
Piers who died in the Fight; he concluded with 
He offer of his fervice and obedience. Mo/cofo 
I(wered, That he would pardon him what was 
Pat; and that ifhe would for the future contain 
Mcafelf within the bounds of his duty, hefhould 
Mofider him as his friend.

Whods: Mo/cofo. caufed them to be hanged upon 

ree, and took for Guide an Indian woman of 
(obone ; fhe made us turn-back again into the 
Wi h-way, and ded us into as poor and miférable 
f-ountry as that which we had left.

f A Fter five days march the Governour fou 
FX the Province of Aays,the Inhabitants wher 
of had no knowledge of'the Chriftians ; but t 
people being wild and favage,our entry into the 
Country caufed a general rifing. When fifty: 
fixty of them were got together, they came ai 
aflaulted us in our march,. their numbers con! 
aually encreafing; and we had no fooner foug 
onecompany of them, but another began ane 
skirmith. This way of fighting lafted aw 0 






had fome Souldiers and Horfes' wounded ; b 
the wounds not being very dangerous, they fe 
lowed the Army flill; however, we madea gre 
laughter of Indians. When the Governour pa 
ted tromthis Town , the Zvdiaw who condudte 
—ustold bim, that he was informed at Mondaca 
| that the Zudiaws of Socatino had {een other €hr 
{tiar 
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ins. ‘Thefe news extreamly rejoyced the whole 
my ; for as inen eafily believe what they paf- 
nately defire, we perfwaded our felves that

Ippily there; and that fully diffipated all the 
Hr we had of lofing our felves in fome defart 
huntry. In the mean while, that was the thing 
it the Indian aimed at; for twodays after, he 
lus out of our way: Mofcofo ordered him to 
Ive foine ftretches with a Rope, which is a kind 
Rack ; whereupon he confeffed that the Ca- 
Hue of Mondacao his Mafter , had commanded 
In to ruine us, as being his Enemies, and that 
ll was obliged to obey the orders of his Lord. 
The Governour caufed him to be thrown to the 
pgs, which tore him to pieces; and another 
Wided us to Socatino: It was a very barren 
Bbuntry , where we hardly found any Maes. 
Blo/cofo enquired if they had never had any news 
Wi Chriflians, and the Jndians affured us, that — 
fry had heard fay that they marched to the 
Muthward. That relation engaged us into a 
fijenty days march through a defolate and un- — 
pled Country , where we fuffered incredible 
irdfhip and mifery; for the Zndéans buried in 
Biz woods that little Maes they had ; and the 
Naniards were daily obliged after the ici of 
Cher 
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their march to rake in the woods that they mig 
find out fomewhat to feed on. We came 
length into the Province of Guafco, where \ 
found Maes, which we loaded. on horfes and 
dian flaves, to maintain us on our way to Nag: 
coca. It was the firft thing the Governour 
in all places to enquire about Chriftians; but t 
Indians told him that they had never feen a 
but us. He caufed them to be put to the Rac 
the torments whereof made them devife a ftor 
which was, that the Chriftians had advanced 
far as Nacanahez ; but that they had gone bac 
the way they came; that was a place but tv 
days journey diftant. The Governour haftne 
thither with all the Army, and at our comin 
we took fome Jvdian women , among{t whor 
there was one who faid that fhe had feen Chr 
ftians, and that fhe had been their flave, but th 
fhe had made her efcape. Immediately the Gi 
vernour fent out a Captain with fifteen horfe th 
way that the Jzdian woman diretted, to fee if f 
could find the tracts of horfes, or any other marl 
They were not gone four Leagues when the we 
man that ferved them for a Guide, told them tha 
all fhe had faid were meer lyes; and we difcover 
ed that the other relations which the Zzdian 
gave usconcerning Chriftians, . were of the iam 
nature. So we came to Guaafco extreamly per 
plexed, becaufe the Country where we then wer 
was barren, and there were no other Habitation 
tk 
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fiwhe Weftward. We again queftioned the Zy- 
is, who told us that ten days journey that way 
iin the place where we were, there was a River 
ied Daycao, whither they went to hunt Stags 
ii: fed along the banks of it ; and that they had 
Hi on the other fide of that River, people whom 
W knew not. We provided all the Maes that 
Mcould rap and rake, and marched through a 
dct Country as far as that River : Mofcofo made 
Mhorfe crofs over it, who marched for fome 
ge along the fide of it, till they came to a Ham- 
Mof Jndians, confifting of fome pitiful Cot- 
ips. At fight of the Troopers they fled, lea-

perifh for want of food; that it was already the 
ginning of Offober, and that if we ftaid any long 
the. Rainsand Snow would hinder our return, 
fowe mutt perifh and be ftarved in that mifera 
Country. Mofcofo at that time had rather 
ina place where his fleep might not be broke 
continual allarms, than to be Governour ;

be glad to have one eye put out,provided he cou 
put out one of Mofcofo’s, fince it would troul 
him extreamly to feehim happy. Mofcofo andt 
Friends had a mind to have been revenged f 
this difcourfe ; but they durft not do it, .becat 
within two days he was to quit his place. Fro 


_ Daycao where we were, to the great River, it i 


hundred and fifty Leagues, which we had m 
ched allthe way Weftward. Our return wase 


— treamly irkfome, becaufe the Country was rl 


ned ; and we had much ado to find Vittuals, f 
ing the Zndians bid them. The Towns of N 
guatez, which to our forrow we had burnt, we 
rebuilt, and the houfes full of Maes; for it i 
very fruitful and populous Country. They mal

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ime to Chaguete, he found fome Indians deputed 
fy the Caczgue, to tell him that the Chriftian 
Who had fled to his protection, would not come 
Ick. The Governour wrote to him, and fent 
iim paper, pen, and ink, that he might give him 
Mi Anfwer. The Governour’s Letter’ informed 
am: of our refolution of leaving Florida; that 
Werefore as he wasa Chriftian , he ought not to 
Mutt himfelf in the power of the Jndians, men 


@thout Faith and Religion; that he heartily

irdoned the fault which he had committed, pro= 


filed he returned to the Army , or fignified in 
Writing whether or not he was detained by force. 
WM Jndiaa carried the Letter to him, and came 
Hck again without other anfwer but the name 
Wemae written on the’ margin of it, to let us 
ow he was alive: Mofcofo fent twelve Horfe 
Mifearch of him; but feeing that he had. Indian 
Wes that informed him of every thing, he hid 
| mfelf fo well that he could not be found. In 
Me mean time we were fo pinched for want of 
Byes, that the Governour was obliged.to be gone 

ine any farther fearch after him. We pars 
fi! then from Chaguete, andcrofled the River to 
ito Aays, and-from thence following the courfe 
M@that River, we found the Town of Cilano,which 
had not-feen before. At length we came to 
¢o; but we found fo. little Maes there , that 
wre Was not enough to maintain the Souldiers 
ming the time that was tobe employed in buil-

ding the Veflels: The reafon of that fcarcit 
was, becaufe we had been at Guachoya all tl

being very fruitful, we wholly relied on it foro 
fubfittance.

minds the misfortune of Narvaez, who was 
upon that Coaft: But the moft grievous inco 
venience of all, wasthe want of Maes, witho 
which. it. wasimpoffible to fubfift , and: witho 
food the Souldiers: would not work.  In:this ¢ 
folation we took the beft courfe:we could, whi 
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as to recommend our felves to God ; praying 
i to open fome way for-us, to-let us out of 

hofe miferies : He gracioufly heard our Prayers, 
idind permitted that the Zzdians of Nilco came 
ery {abmiflively', and-told us that two days 
: ney from the place where we were, we fhould 
nd upon the fide of the great River,'two Towns 
Wivhich we had not as -yet difcovered’; ‘that was 
e Country of Minoya, which was éxtraordina- 
Wily fruitful. The Zndians added, that they 
new not then whether there was Maes there 
not, becaufe they were at War with that peo- 
; le, and that they would be very glad to joyn 
fipith the Spaniards and fight againft them.  Mof- 
: \ commanded out a Captain with fome Horfe 
ind Foot, and aecompanied by the Forces of Ni/co, 
Hey went to Mizoya, and found two great 
‘owns diftant from each other halfa League, in 
fo open Champion Country ; there they took fe- 
eral Indians, and found Mazes in abundance. The 
Maptain fortified himfelf in one of the Towns, 
aod fent advice to the Governour of what he had 
| ae Great was the joy all over the Camp, 
ad inftantly we parted. It was the beginning 
{ December, and that proved as hard a march as 
@isy wehad made fince we left Cilano, becaufe of 
ne {wamps we met with, and of the rainsthat 
‘Il with a North wind, fo that we were wet a- 
ove and below , and had great caufe to give 
Qanks to God, when we found a little dry place 
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degenerated into Lethargies: That Country 
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to reft in at our journeys end. Thefe fatigue 
killed all our Indian Servants, and feveral Span 
ards alfo after we arrived at Minoya, few of thot 
who furvived efcaping dangerous difeafes, whic 





ficknefs was fatal to Andrew de Vafconcelos wh 
died of it,and to two other Portuguefe of the Git: 
of Elvas who attended him; they were Bro 
thers, and went by the name of the Sots. Th 
Army quartered in the better of the two Towns 
which was fenced with a Paliffado, a quarter of 
League from the great River. ‘hither w 
brought all the Mazes trom the other Town,whiel 
amounted in all to fix thoufand bufhels. In thi 
place we found the fitteft Timber for building 
of Veflels, that wehad hitherto feen in all Florida 
for which we all thanked God as for a fingulai 
mercy, and fome glimpfe of hopes of getting onc 
more into a Chriftian Gountry began to appeai 


among us.

HNO foonas our Quarters were fetled at Minoya, - 
IP) the Governour ordered all the Chains of the 
idians who were in the Camp to be knockt off, 
ihd all the Iron that was kept for a referve, to be 
#rought out: We fet up-a Forge for making the 
Non-work of the Veffels, and felled wood to build 
them of. A Portuguefe of Ceuta who being a 
Bihve at Fez had learned to fawe, taught fome 
Bpuldiers the ufe of the Sawe, and a Geneofe whom 
Jod had purpofely preferved to fave us, Gao he 
fjone knew the Art of building Ships 5 and had it 
bt been for that man, we had been ftill in 
Vorida) that Geneofe, I fay, being affifted by four 
I fiveCarpenters of Bi/caye who prepared and. 
Ited the Timber, undertook to build Brigan- 
nes. Another Genoefe, anda Catalonian of the 
jounty of Cerdagne took care to cawik them 
ith that Herb I told you of, which refembles_ 
jiemp, and is called Eneguen ; and when that fai- 
d them, they fupplied the want with the thread 
| Mantles, which they purpofely undid, and 
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Cooper, but he was fick to extremity, and 
being the onely man of his Trade that we hac 
we were obliged to wait till it pleafed God t 
reftore him to his health ; and though he was ftil 
very weak, yet fifteen days before our departur 
he made two large Casks for each Brigantine, fuel 
as the Sea-men call Hogfheads. The Jndians o 
Taguanate, which is a Province two days journey 
from Nilco up the River, and thofe of Nélco alf 
and Guachoya, feeing that the Brigantines wem 
_ forward, were perfwaded that we made them fo 
carrying away their crop which they put inte 
the water ; neverthelefs, they ftill brought u: 
Fifh and Mantles; which the Governour exactec 
from them for making of Sails. God was { 
gracious at that time, as to continue to us the 
marks of his proteétion, by moving the Jndians 
to bring us in Mantles ; for we had no means 
left to go and fetchthem, becaufe in the begin- 
ning of Winter the water had furrounded the 
Town, leaving but one League of dry Land a- 
round us; fo that we could not go out on horfe- 
back, and without that it was impoffible to re- 
-  ducethe: Jedians ; for they were very numerous, 
and feared our foot fo little, that they made no 
feruple to fight them hand to hand either by land 
or by water, becaufe they are more dexterous in 
fhooting , and nimbler than the Chriftians , the 
_ ground alfobeing more proper for their way of 
| fighting. They alfo brought fome Ropes, of

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nich we made Cables ; and when thofe failed, 
‘made others of the rinds of Mulberry-trees, 
1¢ Troopers made wooden ftirrups, and gave 
pir Iron ones to make Anchors of. In March, 
pugh it had not rain’d for above a month before,

The Town where we were, ftood on a 
pent ; neverthelefs , in the higheft places the 
Mer reached the ftirrups of a Trooper... We 
lt high fheads of great pieces of Timber cove. 
# with boughs for (tabling our horfes; andthe 
ar was done in the houfes. But thefe not hol- 
out the water, we were obliged to get up 
Wlic Garrets, and never went out of doors but 
ranoes, or on horfeback where the ground 
Bhigh.. We fpent two Months before the Ri- 
jreturned into its Channel; inthe mean time 
HXept a good guard about our Brigantines, 
no Indians were any more fuffered to come 
W them in their Cavces: for the Governour 
in to have fome fufpicions, not without 
nod, that the Zvdiaus had amind to rife: fo 
he ordered that without any noife, one of 
e who came to the Town fhould be feized,and 
ghtto him when all the reft were gone. The 
Irs were put in execution; and finding that 
Vxdiax would not confefs any thing, he com- 
aided himto be rackt. Then the Jzdian con- 
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feffed, that the Caciques of Nilco, Guachoya, a 
Taguante , accompanied with other Caczques. 
the number of twenty , had refolved to atta 
the Camp with a very great Army; that 
coask their Treachery, they were to fend him; 
great Prefent of Fifh , three days before the 
tack, and another Prefent the fame day they h 
pitched upon for the Enterprize: That the 4 
dians who brought the Fifth, combining wi 
thofe who ferved in the Camp, were to fet fire, 
the houfes of the Town, having firft made ther 
{elves Mafters of the Lances and other Arms th, 
{tood before the Souldiers doors: That at t 
fight of the fire, the Cacigues, who were to be: 
ambufh, would fall upon us with all their me 
and furprize usin that diforder. The Governo 
ordered the Jxdian to be kept in Chains, ands

But 
ire being’ a great many ‘perfons of Quality, 
om he durft not refufe what he granted to 

acrs, he was obliged to come off with this 
fich ; that every one might keep Indians fo 
WS as We were-upon the River, but that they 
Mtall be fent back when we come to the Sea, 
Bufe we had not Casks enough to hold freth 
Miter for fo many people; In the mean time he 
g© notice privately to his Friends, that they 
























m with them into New Spain: So they who 
| SS were 


fuld retain thofe whom they had, and carry 
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were in bad terms with him, and who were { 
a few, fent back about five hundred Jndians 
all Age and Sex; amongft whom there w} 
fome young ones that fpake and underftc 
Spanifh already. For being ignorant of the MW 
{tery which time difcovered to them afterwar 
they thought it would be cruelty to take thr 
along with them, and leave them fo far fre 
_ their own Country , in danger of being m¢ 
Slaves by other Jndians ; and for the advanté 
of afew dayes fervice to reward them fo ill: 
all the fervices they had rendered them. MM! 
of thefe poor Jndians went away weeping, whi 
wrought a great deal of compaffion in us, ft 
ing fo many Souls loft without remedy , tl 
might have been faved, by inftructing them! 
the Chriftian Faith, which with all their hea’ 
they would have received. The Spaniards w 
parted from Minoya were in all three hundg 
and twenty two, in feven Brigantines, pret 
wellbuilt, fave that the Planks were a littlet 
thin, becaufe of the weaknefs of the Iron wor 
that they were not well caulked, and that th 
were open without any Deck... Some boar 
were laid a-crofs to ferve for a Deck, thatt 
Seamen might have convenience to Sail and wo 
the Veflel ; and. that the Souldiers alfo mig 
walls and take the ‘air. Mofcofo appointed a Ca 
tain for every Brigantine, and made them tal 
an Oath to obey him, till we were comein 
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| and Conqueft of Florida. 
vhriftian Country. He chofe the beft of alf 
bimfelf, and fo we fell down to Guachoya. 
\¢ Indians expected us there in their Canoes, 
1 had made a kind of a Hall covered with 
miches of Trees, where they intreated the 
vernour to come a fhoar and refrefh himfelf; 
- he excufed himfelf, and continued his courfe. 
e Indians waited upon us in their Canoes as far 
a branch of the River, which broke off to 
ight hand. They told Mo/cofo that the Pros 
ce of Quwigaltan was not far from thence, and 
y prefled much to land and make War againft 
t Cacique, promifing to affift us with all 
ic force ; but feeing they had told us before 
t_ that Province was three dayes Journey di- 
nt, the Governour thought they had a mind 
apctray him, and therefore difmiffed them. So 
continued our courfe by the largeft branch 
githe River, which run very fwift, making 
Hiy.a-pace with our Oars.

Whilft y 
were ftill in that Poft, we faw feveral Cand 
with Jzdians in them, who rowed down the vi 

ter, and being come to the fide oppofite to 
with fome kind of confufion they drew up 
order of Battle. The General fent off all ¢ 
Crofs-bow men in two Cawoes, who difperk 
the Zvdians ; but when they faw that the Sp 
niards did nothing but difperfe them witho: 
purfuing ; they took heart » and drew nig: 
threatning us. And fo long as the Fleet com 
nued in that place, they ftill kepr within: fig 
of us, fomein their Cazoes, and others on t 
River fide. When we weighed Anchor th 
got on head of us, and joiried all together ne 
. a Town that flood very high, upon one fide: 
the River, as if they intended to ftay and fig 
us there. Each Brigantine had a Canoe at h 
Stern, to ferve when occafion offered. ‘The 
Canoes were Manned with well-armed Souildie 
who difperfed that Body of Zndians and but 
the Town. After that we went a-fhoar in: 
open Plain, where the Zzdians durft not mok 
us; but nextday they appeared upon the Rit 
to the number of an hundred Cavoes,. among 
~ which there were fome fo great that they ¢ carri 
threefcore and ten men. The Cacique’s C t 
had their Pavillions, under which the Indit 
appeared, adorned with Feathers of 
ou!

nat {lation they fent three Zydians in a little

s Mafter, that he had a great efteem for him, 
nd defired to be his Friend.

irned with that Anfwer to their Mafter, and 
Momediately they. fell upon us with terrible < 
outs. The Governour Commanded out Fohxd 
P Guzman, with fifteen armed men in Canoes, to 
ake head againft the Enemy: The Indians 
jade a ftop at the fight of that Detachment, 
hd divided into two, till the Spaniards were 
ppt betwixt them two Divifions. .Then they 

ined,, and fhut in Guzman with the Canoes that 
td advanced with him, which they furioufly 
hgaged ; and feeing their Canoes were much big- 
pt than ours , and that they jumpt into the

Water on all fides to hold them up, and to over 
fet thofe of Guzman, they over-turned thefe in 
trice; fothat thofe brave Men fell into the Wa 
ter, where they perifhed miferably , becaufe o 
the weight of their Arms that funk them to th 
bottom ; and fuch as could keep themfelves u 
by fwimming, or that ftuck to the Canoes wer 
knocked down with poles. The Souldiers wh 
were in the Brigantines feeing that terrible dif 
order, did all they could to affift them ; but th 
rapidity of the {tream rendered their Attempt 
ufelefs, becaufe there was no rowing againft it tt 
come up tothe Enemy; fo that there was bu 
four Spaniards faved, who fwam to the.next Bri 
gantine. They loft eleven,among{t whom'Fohn d 
Guzman, and a Son of Don Carlos called Fon di 
Vargas were much lamented ; the reft alfo wert 
- perfons of Quality and worth. They who efca 

ped faid, that they had feen fome Jvdians carry 
Folin de Guzman into one of their Canoes , bf 
whether dead-or live they could not tell.

ft alive, which, fo foon as the Spaniards were 
tboard again, the Zudians went alhoar to feize;

| (1a pot, which was diftributed amongft them by 
it lowances, every mefs of three having a Head. 
Wicce full, and but fcanty meafure too. As foon 
gS we were encamped, the Jvdiavs came in {even 
i 4voes to attack ours; and at the fame time 
Wther Enemies made up to us cro& 4 {wamp, ar- 
ned with poles with fharp-pointed hooks made 
iat a fith bone, wherewith they fought {0 vigo- 

oufly, that after they had wounded tome Spani- 
ads with their Arrows, they clofed with us ; 
mit, at length, with much ado we beat them 
aft. Inthe meantirne the Gévernour ordered 
jpme Souldiers to go into the Carves and make. 
yead againft the Enemies: They waited for us 
ql we were within bow-fhot: and then having 
por, and wounded fome Sotildiers, they retreat-

We reach of their own fhet, and withour the 
fpach of ours: forthough fome of our Sonidiers 


ied Bows, yct they knew not how to ufe them : 
med befides, their Arms were 2lmoft broken with 
PPwing, The Enemy onthe contrary expected 
gicm attheir owneafe; and having made. their 
mcharges, they wheel'd about'again, like Horfo. 
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jpon them befides, occafioned by the fcarcity of 
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men a pickeering., Our'men obferving this, e 
that there was but little appearance to come uf 
with them, nay and, that, thofe who had got nears 
eft were very ill handled,thought it was enough, 
to beat them off, and fo returned:to the Brigan/ 
tines. We tarried two days in that place, and 
then the Fleet , ‘following the Current of that 
branch of the River where we were, felldown to 
the Sea: The Governour ordered to found tofee 
what water we had in the Rivers mouth ; and 
having found forty fathom water, he came to an 
Anchor, and called aCouncil, that all might give 
their Opinions ‘as to the Voyage we were to 
undertake. The queftion was’put, Whether we 
fhould direé our courfe ftreight for New- Spain, 
{tanding out to Sea,orCoaft it along near the fhoar, 
Opinions were divided ; but the: ‘advice of Dane 
hufcoweighed moft with the Governour, becaufe 
he found others. that concurredéwith him in the 
fame Judgment. Danhufco wasa man that prefue 
med much on his parts and skill in Sea-Aftairs, 
though his knowledge therein was backed by _ nd 
experience: He alleadged to the Governour, that

and crofs the Gulf, than to keep near a fhoar\ 
that made many Bays, feeing it would fhorten! 
our Voyage by three parts in four: Maintaint 


ing, "Thar according to the Maps which he had

Hy to keep along the Coaft, though the Voy- 
#: would be longer ; becaufe our Veflels were 
ry flightly built, and without Decks, which 
fide them in danger of being loft, fhould we 
dct with the leaft ftorm; that the risk was no 
I if we were becalmed or met swith contrary 
dinds, becaufe we had but very little frefh water 
want of Casks to put it in. And, in fine, 
gugh the Brigantines were {trong enough to 
Wid out aftorm, fince we had neither Pilot nor 
#pmpafs tordirect our courfe, it would be a rafh- 
Bk to crofs over an unknown Gulf. That Ad- 
#e which carried by pluralities of voices,was fol- 
ved, and it was concluded that we fhould not 
Bhd off from the Coaft. The Fleet being ready 
Mict fail , the Cable of the Brigantine on board 
Which the Governour was, flipt its Anchor, 
ileft it in the bottom of the water. And 
ugh we were near Land, neverthelefs it could 
be got up again by the Divers, becaufe of 
| e 7 the 
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the depth of the River. Mofcofo and all th 
were aboard with him were extreamly troubh; 
at this accident, and they were forced to take 
Mill-ftone inftead of an Anchor , with fome b) 
that the Troopers had ftill referved, which we! 
tied to it to encreafe its weight. “Thus we p: 
to Sea with a favourable wind, and in very fi 
weather, being the Eighteenth day of Fuly.. Ti 
Governour and Danhafco being on head wii 
their Brigantines, kept out two or three Leagu 
at Sea; the other Captains bore up to the G 
veraour to ask him if he defigned to quit th 
fhoar, which he ought not to do without acquait 
ting them, feeing it was contrary to.the refolut 
on of Council; that if he would not follow j

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e Fleet came toan Anchor to take a little reft, 
here Danhufco {0 prevailed by his reafons, that 
M the Officers confented to ftand out to Sea. We 
Blowed that courfe two days; but when we 
Mada mind to put in again to the fhoar, we met 
th a contrary wind, fo that the fourth day we 
Hiean to be in want of frefh water. Every one 
Icfed Danbufco, aad the Governour toofor com- 
fying with his advice; and all the Captains 
More that they would no more leave the fhoar,

is the will of God that the wind veered about: 
Wlittle, and four days after that the Fleet had 
#pod out to Sea, all our frefh water being fpent,

O foon as the ftorm was over, our men we 

S afhoar and dug pits, which furnifhed us wi 
trefh water enough to fill the Casks of all # 
Brigantines. Next day we fet fail again, and % 
ter two dayscame to an Anchor ina little Cree 
fafe from the South-wind that blew at that tim 
and was again{t us; it detained us four days 
that place, till at length the weather being cali 
again, we rowed out; but towards the Evenit 
the wind began to blow frefh; fo’ that de force 
the Brigantines upon the fhoar. We'were fet 
fible then of our fault in leaving our Road ; fe 
the Sea began to fwell very high, and the win 
blew fo hard, that the Brigantines could not kee 
company. Two of them*that were on headc 
the reft, were forced into an Arm of the Sea tha 
runinto the Land; and the other five feparate, 
from one another a League or a League and 
half, were caft upon a flat open fhoar, not know 
ing where they were , nor what was become 0 
the reft ; the Sea being rough broke furioufly up 
on that fhoar, and the Anchors could not hold 


The 
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e Oars fignified nothing at all almoft againft 
violence of theftorm, though there were at 
‘teven or eight men at each Oar to keep the 
(fel in the water, which made alk the reft jump’ 
t-board. When the wave that forced the 
pantine to land was paft, they thruft her out 
Min with incredible pain and labour, whilft the 
{J with bowls faved out the water that broke in- 
he Veflel. In the mean time the tempeft 
(# {till encreafing, as our fears alfo of feeing our 
(Pantines, in which all our hopes lay, broken to: 
yes, when we were attacked by a far more in« 
portable calamity ; for about night fuch a ter« 
fie quantity of Musketto’s came about us, that’ 
ere all over covered with them; and their 
pings caufed fo fharp pains, that they feemed 
go venomous. About break of day the wind 
| ed, and wehad a calm, but the Musketto’s 
HFinued as bad as ever, for they fell upon us in 
| | numberlefs fwarms, that our white Sails ap- 
Hed all black; andthe Rowers could not fet 
fr hands to an Oar, without fomebody by 
HM to bea off thefe Infects. However, we- 

& fo glad to fee the ftorm over, that we laugh. 
Bt the other inconvenience, when by day-light 
ffould fee one another with monftrous faces ; 

jit was no unpleafant fight to behold how 

jy one beat themfelves to kill the Musketto’s. 
ella rowing, and our Fleet got together a- 
in that little Gulf where the two firft Bri-

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gantines had put into. There we found of th 
fcum of the Sea called Copeck much ike to pite 
which fome indeed make ufe of inftead of it 4 
their Vefiels, as we our felves did, having ftay, 
two days in that place to re-fit our Brigantin 
We failed two days more, and came toan Anc 
in a Bay where we ftay’d as long; we fent ¢ 
feven men in a Canoe to find out the bottom 
the Bay; but they could not. The Fleet fet { 
witha South wind which was againft us; nevi 
thelefs, feeing it was not violent, all were fo de 
rous to make an end of our Voyage as foon as} 
could, that we employed our utmoft endeavot 
to get out to Sea again. We advanced then4 
¢ewo days with little Wind and much labour, 1 
we came toa little Ifland at the entry of an at 
oftheSea. The weather that hapned after ga 
us good caufe to thank God, for fending us ir 
that fafe Road: There were a great many f 
thereabouts, which we took with Nets or t 
Hook; and it hapned that a Souldier havi 
thrown ina Line, the end whereof was tied | 
his wrift, a fifh fwallowed the Hook and B 
with fo much force, that it drew the man hea 
long into the water: by good luck he bethoug 
himéelf of an Axe which he carried about hi 
wherewith he cut the Line, and fwom back 
the Brigantine. Bad weather kept us here 
fortnight, and then it pleafed God to fend u:

Ur Voyage lafted fifty days from the mouth 
WF ofthe great River in Florida, to the mouth 
ipf the River of Panico, into which we entred the 
aCenth of September, 1543. We fpent four days 
hg oing up the River with our Brigantines ; but 
fhe wind being low , and not very ufefal to ‘us 
fecaufe of the compaffes which that River fetches, 
ip that we were many timesobliged to tow them 
jp, the paflage was fo tedious and toilfome, that 
ire lefe.che Brigantines to the care of the Sea- 
jpen, and went by Land to Panico, being impa- 
ent toget, as foon as we could, intoa Chriftian 
Pountry, and to be prefent at Divine Service, 
Which fora very long time we had not been. We 
Here all cloathed in Buck-skins died black; and 
{p foon as we entred the Town, we went ftreight’ 
jp the Church to offer up our Prayers’ to God; 
fpd moft humbly to thank him for the Miracles 
phad wrought in faving us) The Burghers who 
ere intormed by the Zedians of our arrival’, 
me tothe Church, from whence they took 
pme with them fuch of us as they could-know,: 
Bee | 8 fs or 
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or who belonged to their Relations or Friends, 
Lhe Governour of the place offered his Houfe to 
Mofcofo, and ordered the other Spaniards to bel 
quartered by fixes, or even more, according to) 
the convenience of the Inhabitants, who kindly’ 
entertained their Guefts with Pullets and Bread! 
of Maes, and the fruits of the Country, which are’ 
the fame that are inthe Ifle of Cuba. The Town 
of Panico'contains about threefcore and ten Fami- 
lies: their Houfes for.moft part are built of Ston€ 
_ and Lime,except fome few that are only wooden, 
and they are all thatched. ‘The Country is not 
Rich, becaufe it produces neither Gold nor Sil- 
ver; but,on the other hand, the Inhabitants have 
plenty of all that is neceflary for life. The 
wealthieft have not abeve five hundred Crowns 
of yearly Rent; and their Revenue confifts ia 
Cotton; Poultry, and Maes , which the Jndians 
who are their Vaflals, pay them as quit-Rent: 
We wereinall three hundred and eleven Gentle. 
menand Souldiers, remaining of above fix huns 
dred who followed Soto into Florida, when we 
entered this. Town. The Governour of the 
place forthwith difpatched a Burgher to give ad- 
vice toDon Antonio de Mendofa Viceroy of Mexi- 
co, that three hundred men of the Forces that had 
been with Don Fernando de Soto for the Difcove- 
ry and Conqueft of Florida, were arrived at Pa 
nico, to the end he might give orders for their 
fubfiftance, as being in the Emperours Service, 
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lithe Viceroy and all the Inhabitants of Mexicos 
qyvere extreamly furprized at the news; forall | 
pave us over for loft fo foon as we advanced up 
jpto the Country of Florida; and they lookt up- 
{pt it as a Miracle, that having no place of retreat, 
qpor no affiftance fent us, we could have main- 
iPined our felves fo long amongft thefe Infidels. 
0 foon as the Viceroy received the advice ,\ he 
jpot Orders in writing, to furnifh us in all places 
ive paft through , with Provifions, and Indian 
yervants ; and if they refufed to fupply us accor- 
{ ingly, he gave us leave by the fame Order to 
Pke by force, without any danger of punifh- 
pont: But we needed it not ; for all the way we 
fyent, the people came out and met us, ftrivin

A great man 
horfe-men were forced either to alight and dra) 
their horfes on by the bridles, or to {top and ref 
them a little in the open fields.

work-men nor wood,. which they cut down eve 
ry-where, to fill up the broken piaces of the wa} 
with faggots ; -neverthelefs, when the Horfes an

When we met with Bridges, or any narrow 
pafles, all the Army made a halt ; and fo foon as 
the Emperour with fome of the moft confiderable 
was over, the reft came crowding on; and every 
one ftriving to be firft, feveral tumbled into the 
water; others going about by more dangerous 
ways, fell into bogs and quagmires , where they 
ftuck.

And 
there be any defign to propagate the Faith as 
Mir as their Country , the fureft way to fucceed 
ir many reafonsthat Ihave not time to alleadge 
ire, would be to begin firft with other more 
ft: mote Zartars, whoare not Subjects of this Em- 
Hire; from thence one might proceed to thefe, 
WHvancing by little and little towards China. 

Nl During the whole progrefs, the Emperour con- 
fl nued to exprefs his good-will towards us by the 
Wogular favours he did usin fight of his Army, 
Which he did not to any body elle.

) who have failed upon thefe Coafts, have always 

given us of fifhing Pearls there in abundance,have 


) made us ftill defirousto extend the Empire of our 


} Nation unto thofe vaft and rich Countries. The fa- 
} mous Don Fernando Cortez Marques del Vallé,was 
the firftthat conceived that defign,and made the 
Voyage; but, the fear of troubles wherewith he 

| was 
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_ he was threatned ina new-conqueredCountry,ha- | 
ving recalled him to Mexico,f{tifled the hopes that 
all had of the fuccefs of his valour & good fortune. | 
Many great Captains fince his time have renew- 
ed that Enterprize, but it‘hath always been crof- 
fed by fome unexpected accident; and all that 
hath been got by feveral defcents made on that — 
Ifland, was onely fome knowledge of the people _ 
who inhabit it, of Pearls that*may be fifhed, and 
ofa kind of Amber that may be found there. 
The glory of fucceéding in, that Conqueft, no 
lefs important for Religion, than advantageous 
for our Commerce, » was relefved for our Mo- 
narchs. at-whofeicharge’ this laft Expedition was 
made, from the firft fuccefs whereof we have © 
sround to expeét future» profperity.

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For the firft days the wind was contrary, fo 
} that they were forced to fail upon a wind., and 
} by a ftorm were driven into the, Port of .Mazat- 
| Zan, where the two fhips entered. the Ninth of 
February. March the Eighteenth they, arrived 
at the mouth of the River of Cinaloa, where 
there is a pretty commodious Harbour, there 
they refrefhed for fome time, and then continued 
there courfe along the Coaft of Cialoa, to the 
‘Tfles of St. Zgnatius, where they ftood away. be- 
fore the wind, that they might fail fafter, .or.ra- 
ther not fo flawly as they had done till then. Their 
courfe was almoft from Eaft, to Weft, and the

} 26degree. The Sea Cart of Capt. Francis de Lure- 
) ville,which puts it in the 24 degree,in that agrees 
) with thofe of Foxfoutus: but Father Eufebius Fran- 
} cw Xino,a Jefuite and famous Mathematician, whoa 
went 
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went the Voyage , faith that the mouth of that 
Haven lies in 24 degrees 45 minutes. This gave 
fome caufe todoubt whether or not that was the 
real Haven of Peace; and the doubt was the 
more confirmed, that the Jzdians whom they 
found in the Port, underftood not one word of 
what the Jefuits who were on board faid to them, 
_who. fpake according to a Dictionary of words 
made by the Fathers of their Society when the 
Spaniards made the former Expeditions to the 
Haven of Peace. To which it may be added, 
that the ancient Relations of thefe Expeditions, 
obferved that the Zndians of that Port, were wont 
to come out upon floats and in Canoes to meet 
the Ships with great demonftrations of friend- 
fhip, and at thistime no float nor Canoe appeared, 
nor indeed for fome days was there any perfon 
to be feen. The Admiral Don Jidore d’ Atondo,

y)many trifles which thefe Barbarians look upon as 
very precious ‘things.

they took what was prefented them, and having 
‘eaten with great demonflrations of joy, they laid 
down their Arms, came to the Fathers, and took 
from their hands, and thehands ofthe other Spa- 
niards,all they pleafedto give them. They feem- 
ty . ed 
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ed to be very hungry, and rubbed their belly ant 
ftomach very faft with their hand, to fhew thi 
need they had of food. Not that they wante 
victuals, for they had Venifion with which they 
entertained the Spaniards , and fome pieces of 1 
kind of Roaft-meat which they alfo eat in New 
Spain: But by what could be conjectured, having 
that day made a long march, it was probable 
they were willing to referve their Provifions fo 
their return , or to eat them by the Fountain 
which was feized by the Spaniards. It was ob: 
ferved, that the Barbarians having eaten a little 
of what was given them, carried the reft up 
to the Mountain, and then came back again, 
fhewing by their geftures that it would be a great 
Kindnefs to give them fome more. May be their 
wives and children were in the Neighbouring 
woods, and that they went to fhare what they 
got with them. That day they retired not till 
towards night; and though the Spaniards were 
extreamly well fatisfied with what had paft, yet. 
they thought they could not ufe too great circum- 
fpection in fight of a people whofe humour and 
fidelity were notas yet fufficiently known. The 
days following were imployed in cutting of 
Palm-trees and other great Timber for fortifying 
the half-moon. Thurfday the Eighth of April 
the Spaniards made a great fithing ; and becaufe 
the Zndians appeared not that day, they fufpect- 
ed they might have fome bad defign, and ne

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dey gathered together Forces to come and attack 
em: But next day appeared fourfcore and ten 
Wians far different from the former, who gave 
Ne Spaniards all the teftimenies of friendfhip that 
duld be defired : thefe fhew’d them a Crucifix 
ld the Image of our Lady of Guadalupa ; but it 
is plain enough by the furprize they feemed to 
in at the fight of thefe things, that they had 
ver feen the like before.
